yalue amounted to Hk. Tis, 164,494, 
against Tis. 132,510 in 1900 and 
‘Tis, 85,636 in 1899. The improvement 
last year was specially due to an 
unexpected increase in the importation 
of aniseed oil. Dye-stuff, medicines, 
and piles and poles were the only 
articles of importation which exceeded 
Tis. 10,000 in value, while the tota] 
value of the year’s exports was only 
Hk. Tis. 7,529. Lungchow is no more 
of an entrepdt now than it was before it 
was opened to foreign trade, nor will 


3| there be any improvement until the 


railway from Langson to Lungchow is 
built. . “Tho work on the.railways in 
Tongking is progressing rapidly,” says 


‘Mr. Fougerat, “The existing line between 
Phulangthuong and Langson has been 
widened from 60 centimetres (24 inches) 
toa metre gauge. . . It is reported that 
thé long Iron Bridge over the Red River 
opposite Hanoi, is to be inaugurated 
towards the end of February, 1902, thus 
bringing the capital of Tongking into 
direct communication with ‘the Kiangsi 
frontier. It is also reported that the 
railway from Haiphong to Hanoi is to be 
inaugurated on the same date by the 
Governor-General of Indo-China.”—These 
we believe, have ocourred.— 
“As regatds the construction of the 
line from the frontier to Lungchow, 
a distance of about 35 miles, nothing 
has been done yet beyond making the 
different surveys and estimates. On the 
5th June, J896,a contract was signed with 
the Compagnie Fives-Lille of France 
for constructing that line; but after 
the surveys and estimates were made, 
ELE. the Marshal Su, Directeur Général 
des Chemins de Fer du Kuangsi, found 
that the Fives-Lille’s figures were too 
high, and the case had to be referred to 
the Chinese Government at Peking. 
Mr. Gueylard, Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Fives-Lille Company, is now at the 
capital trying to arrive at a settlement ; 
and it is still to be hoped that the line 
will be built, thus bringing Haiphong 
(coast port) into direct railway commu- 
nication with Lungehow.” It is ap- 
parently as difficult for the French to 
build this 35 miles of line as for the 
English to build the line from this to 
Soochow. Under “ Miscellaneous,” Mr. 
Fougerat mentions that Marshal Su had 
established an arsenal and a mint near 
Lungchow. The latter had not turned 
out any coins ; as to the products of the 
arsenal, nothing is said. The total of 
the duties paid at Lungchow in 1901 
was Hk, Tls. 5,995, of which-Tls, 9 was 
under the French, and Tls. 5,986 under 
the Chinese flag. 

The report from: Méngtze by Mr. 0. 
‘Tiborii is a very sanguine one. Trade in 
that year showed a notable development ; 
its net value was Hk. Tis. 6,815,273, 
against “Tis. 5,402,330. in 1900 and

being a frontier port, allowed to levy the 
same duties as at coast and river ports, 
its yearly collection would be about 
Tis.

The Viceroy proposed the health 
of the Empress Dowager and Em- 
peror of China, the Foreign Sover- 
eigns, and the guests present, to 
which Admiral Bridge replied, thank- 
ing the Viceroy. ‘This was fol'owed 
by an inspection of the students of 
the Military College. 

On Sunday at ten o'clock in the 
morning, the foreigners were received 
by the son of the late Baron Liu 
at the late Viceroy’s yamén, in the 
presence of enormous ‘crowds.

‘that the meeting was called principally 
to acquaint the ladies with the result of 
the operations of the Church during the 
summer. Pastor Kranz, in, reading the 
interim report, stated that regular ser- 
vices in the Mandarin dialect had been 
held three times por week at the Lon- 
don Mission Hall, Shantung Road, 
where the attendance averaged 150. 
‘Though the results wero encouraging it 
was felt that no great success could be 
hoped for until a salaried native 
Mandarin-speaking pastor for the Church 
could be permanently employed, and in 
the selection of such a man great disere- 
tion was necessary. The Church was 
greatly indebted to the Ladies Auxiliary 
for the collections they made for the funds. 
Rev. D. McGillivray mentioned that the 
chief present aim should be to raise funds 
for tho acquirement of a room for them- 
selves, where enquirers might be trained 
in classes. Three hours’ preaching per week 
could not be expected to do a very great 
work, and it should be tho ambition of 
tho Church to possess its own building, 
where meetings could bo held nightly. 
Tho kindness of the London Mission in 
lending their ball was much appreciated, 
but the pressure on the building was so 
great that little or no time was left to 
answer enquiries before or after meetings. 
‘A noticeable feature of the attendance at 
the .services was the largo proportion of 
young people. A suitable man to be 
pastor had already been selected, but 
some consideration was necessary before 
an appointment could be made. It was 
intended to continue the present services 
‘and endeavour to obtain a small room for 
use of enquirers. The resignation of Mrs.

Auxiliary having been read and accepted,

We then pointed 
out the almost insoluble political 
dilemma by which the Emperor was 
confronted. On the one hand, it 
seemed impossible for him to create 
an Imperial representative system, 
and on the other hand, it seemed 
equally impossible for him to satisfy 
the bare needs of his people by means 
of the existing corrupt, inelastic, 
and tyrannical system of bnrean- 
cracy. We suggested as a possible via

‘The Czar’s first speech was to 
the representatives of the nobility of 
|the province. What he said to them 
| practically amounted to a reminder 
that property has its duties as well 
as its privileges. ‘They had neglected 
“the superintendence of the peasant 
institutions” which his father had 
confided to them ; and he said that it 
was intended to form provincial com- 
mittees in which the nobility and the 
zemstvos will participate, which will 
be called upon in good time to reor- 
ganise the peasant institutions which 
have fallen into disorder through 
neglect. ‘This was practically the 
momentous “announcement that a 
departmental policy of reform has 
been initiated, the keynote of which 
was to be the decentralisation of 
administration.” 

The second speech was to the 
representatives of the zemstvos of 
the province. ‘The zemstvos are 
the district and provincial assem- 
blics, composed of representatives 
elected by the peasantry, the house- 
holders in the towns, and the landed 
proprietors. The Czar said to the 
Kursk zemstvo: “The work of the 
zemstvos is of prime importance, and 
I hope you_will devote to it all your 
energies. I shall be happy to give 
you every protection, while at the 
same time taking steps to secure the 
unification of the various local autho- 
rities. Remember that your work 
lies in the sphere of local questions 
of an economic character.” The

the police.” The evident desire of 
the Czar—than whom there is no 
better-intentioned ruler in Europe— 
is to see the independence of the mirs 
and zemstvos restored, and local se!f- 
government made practical as well as 
theoretical. But has he the power 
to carry out his intentions? The 
general impression is that the Czar 
has no more real power in Russia 
than the Emperor Tsai Tien has in 
China. The real government of 
Russia is believed to be in the hands 
of a ring of high officials who merely 
use the Czar as a figure-head; when 
His Majesty seems to be becoming 
too independent, significant hints 
appear in the European Press that 
he is contemplating abdication, or an 
anarchist plot against his life is con- 
cocted by the police, to induce him 
to realise the hopelessness of his 
attempts at reform. 








JUSTICE, 
15th November, 

Tue Imperial Edict of the 2nd 
inst, has naturally drawn forth some 
warm comments in the native Press. 
One article represents it as an un- 
Christian revenge on the part of 
Christian missionaries, quoting words 
from the New Testament inculeating 
forgiveness and forbidding revenge. 

The distinction between the two 
elements of private forgiveness and 
public justice, not always recognised 
in the West, needs settting forth be- 
fore the Chinese. In the present 
case it is improbable that any one 
member of the Inland Mission feels 
any personal animosity towards the 
murderers of his two friends, and 
highly probable that all have for- 
given them long since. It was not 
the Inland Mission or any other mis- 
sion as such that appealed for the 
execution of an official. It was the 
recognition of intersational law and 
equity, possessed by citizens of. the 
world as such, which demanded that 
something must be done in this con- 
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spicuous case, at the end of a long 
series where international justice has 
been more or less evaded. As private 
individuals we may forgive a burglar: 
as citizens we are bound to give him 
up to justice. With the murderer of 
a father, to quote the extreme case 
instanced by Confucius, it is not our 
feelings as private individuals which 
prevent us “living under the same 
heaven” as he, but public justice 
which may demand that he be re- 
moved from under the spreading 
heavens, and be allowed no oppor- 
tunity for farther murders. 








APPLIED SCIENCE 


FOR CHINA. 
ith November. 

Ix a Boston paper we find an 
interesting notice of the methods 
adopted by the great mills in Min- 
Beaolis the most extensive flour 
market of the world, to insure abso- 
lute uniformity of product from day 
to day, year in and year out. With 
specimens of wheat continually com- 
ing in from the ends of the earth, 
varying in quality as the climatic 
conditions have varied, the effort to 
reach and to keep a definite standard 
would at first sight appear to be 
the essence of futility, Bat modern 
science is equal to any demands 
upon it. In a small room is a 
miniature flour-mill as a constituent 
part of the testing depac.ment, and 
through this mill every sample of 
every sort of wheat is passed, 
care being taken never to mix 
the brands. The best wheat ought 
to have a certain fixed amount 
of starch and of gluten. If the latter 
which is the life of the wheat, is 
deficient, the bread-making quality 
of the flour will be injured. by the 
gluten-test it is possibie to know just 
what prop rtion is lacking, and by 
skilful mixture of wheat of different 
kinds the standard is maintained. 
To insure this, however, the pre- 
cautions taken are extraordinary. 
Samples of flour are sent every hour 
from the mills and are put into 
glass bottles duly numbered, and 
within an hour the miller knows 
what the analysis of his flour shows. 

Every test is recorded and each 
carload of flour can b» certified to 
have contained at the date of ship- 
ment certain fixed proportions of the 
required constituents. Yet more 
impressive to the unskilled observer 
ate the dough and baking tests, by 
which little pats of dough mixed 
with water and dried on a glass are 
constantly examined, and finally 
flour from all the mills—and likewise 
from that of rival:—is made into 
loaves and baked into bread under 
the most approved chemical condi- 
tions, in an oven heated to perfec- 
tion by electricity. This is repeated 
each morning; by noon the product 
ig fished, and when cold the loaves 





are cut in two, measured, and placed 
on a table for the purpose. At three 
p.m. all the millers file into the room, 
the loaves ar2 critically examined 
by many experts, the size of the air- 
cells and all ocher _peculiariries 
are noted, and the best loaf” is | 
decided upon. ‘This supreme test 
gives rise to the mysterious letters 
XXX and XXXX with which our 
flour-bags are adorned. At the close 
of the testing there remain a score or 
more of loaves of bread which are 
distributed to the poor. We have 
quoted this typical example of the 
application of knowledge to business 
under modern conditions, in order 
to call attention to the difference be- 
tween its processes and its results, and 
anything which we have ever heard 
ofin China, Here, too, the people 
eat wheat-flour when they can get it, 
but its quality is as much beyond 
the influence of the consumer as is 
the precession of the equinoxes. In 
some regions one notices that the 
raised bread-cakes are particularly 
light and attractive, and in reply to 
his inquiries is told: “Yes, they 
have very good flour here.” In other 
districts (ns for examp'e the whole 
northern part of the province in which 
Peking is situated) the bread-cakes 
are likely to be dark in colour, and 
gritty in taste. Upon complaint the 
traveller is told: “Yes, the mill- 
stones are very bad; the bread is 
always like that.” It is simply an 
ultimate fict, not susceptible of 
amendment or modification. Within 
the past few years a few steam 
flour-mil's under Chiuese manage- 
ment have come into operation both 
in Tientsin and in Peking, but 
their products always tended down 
to the level of the former standard, 
and the price was generally higher. 
The mill in Peking was an especial 
object of hostility to the Boxers in 
their initial attack on the southern 
city, and it is supposed that this 
establishment, together with a drug- 
store selling foreign medicines, were 
the first buildings destroyed. There 
is not a prscess in the whole range 
of Ci'nase industry which is noi 
vitally in need of overhauling and 
reconstruction on scientific lines ; but 
it is hardly too much to say that 
there is scarcely any one of them all 
which will get it by Chinese initia- 
tive and within measurable time. 
If there is any single activity in 
which we should expect the Chinese 
to have made the greatest advance 
according to Western standards it is 
the manufacture of weapons of war. 
What the result has been, whenever 
foreign superintendence was absent 
or was withdrawn, we are not left in 
doubt. 
explicitness of the statements of Lord 
Charles Beresford are at once authori- 
rative and illuminating.

Visitors to the Arsenal of the late 
Prince Ch‘un in the valleys among 
the hills west of Peking may remem- 
ber there to have seen machinery 
slowly making a few turns a minute 
which to do effective work should 
have performed twenty times as 
many revolutions, Probably, how- 
ever, nobody knew the difference. 

Lord Charles remonstrate? against 
the careless exposure of highly explo- 
sive powder in crowded factories, and 
was told that his criticism was just, 
as a while before a score or so of men 
had been blown up at that point. 
His comments on the crude method 
of testing artillery were in like man- 
ner supported by the observation 
that in that way too, several men 
had been killed some time back. 
Yet the old method, or absence 
of it, was still in use, He found 
every separate Chinese army a 
museum of different kinds of rifles 
and ammunition, none of them hav- 
ing any perceptible relation to each 
other, and in the event of an actual 
engagement the result must have 
been most disastrons, if not im- 
mediately fatal, China has long 
been dubbed by those who know it 
the land of “ Ch‘a~pu to,” or “ What's 
the difference?” “Belong all-samey” 
is the key-note of much of the na- 
tional life, and “Maskee,” or “ Never 
Mind” a main article of faith of 
millions. A clear intellectual per- 
ception of the] truth that new and 
invariable rules must be rigidly 
adopted is a prime condition of any 
valuable and permanent reform. 
But what is needed is very much 
more than this, An education of 
the eye, of the ear, of the hand is 
indispensable, but all these combin- 
ed will prove unavailing without a 
like education of the will to act 
upon what is known, and to do it 
with the same invariableness which 
is exhibited in the phenomena of 
Nature. This, we are perfectly 
aware, is, in the commercial language 
of the day, “a large order,” but 
nothing short of it will suffice for 
the vital needs of China as a mem- 
ber of the family of nations in the 
Twentieth Century.

agricultural machinery. The field 
should be carefully studied, and, in 
order to stisfy the prejudices of the 
people and create a market, imple- 
ments should be designed especially 
for this territory.” 

The Treaty of Shanghai occupies a 
large space in this issue. There is 
a reproduction of the report of the 
special general meeting of the China 
Association at Shanghai on the 31st 
of July last, at which Mr. Dudgeon 
gave such an able account of the 
treaty. There is then a reprint of the 
declarations made by the U. S. Secre- 
tary of State and by Commissioner 
Rockhill when the tariff question was 
under discussion by the Plenipoten- 
tiaries of the Powers at Peking. Mr. 
Rockhill finally formulates the con-

cessions to be obtained from China 
as follows :— 
“First. General revision of the 


| tariff, and conversion of ad valorem 
into specific duties. 

“Second. Removal of the pro- 
hibition on the exportation of rice. 

“Third. Abolition of a!l likin, in- 
[cluding transit dues and all other 
inland taxation of every kind on all 
foreiga imports ; opium to remain 











subject to the duties and charges 
now imposed on it, 

“Fourth. Revision of the tariff of 
likin charges on native-owned pro- 
duce destined for exportation, especi- 
ally tea, raw cotton, silk, silk cocoons, 
and other important articles of trade. 

“Fifth. The participation by the 
Chinese Government in the works 
needed to improve the waterways 
leading to Shanghai and ta ‘Tientsin. 
The annual quota of the expenses for 
such works to be borne by China 
shall be paid out of the revenues 
pledged for the 1900 indemnities, 
but if these are at any time insuffi- 
cient for that purpose, the Chinese 
Government shall pledge itself to 
make good the sum out of any other 
unassigned revenues it shall see fit 
to use for that purpose.” 

As these points are secured by the - 
Protocol and the Treaty of Shanghai, 
it is difficult to see how the U.S. 
Government can decline to concur in 
Sir James Mackay’s treaty. 

Then we have an unsigned article 
on “The British View of the Treaty,” 
favourable, of course, which concludes 
with the words: “At all even’s, we 
shall have done our best to promote 
the commercial welfare of China, and 
we shall have done it: in such a way 
that the ablest and most enlightened 
of her administrators will know that, 
if that great reform is defeated or 
delayed, the blame will not be ours.” 
The pendulum is then swung back by 
the insertion of the let'er from “A 
Member of the China Association” 
which appeared in our columns in 
August last. This letter is said by the 
Editor of the “ Journal of the Ameri- 
can Asiatic Association” to be “a fair 
statement of the views enlertained 
by the majority of the foreign mer- 
chants in Shanghai in regard to the 
British commercial treaty.” We may 
point out here that it is certainly not 
the view ofthe majority of the British 
merchants in Shanghai; and we may 
mention that an analysis of the vote 
at the recent meeting of the Chica 
Association here shows that of mem- 
bers who were present who are ac- 
tually engaged in commerce, includ- 
ing bankers, but excluding brokers, 
insurance agents, steamship agents, 
and professional men, _ thirty-five 
voted for the ‘Treaty and not more 
then twelve against it. A number of 
exiracts on various subjects, including 
the valuable memorandum by Mr. 
C. S. Addis on Chinese Currency, 
make up an excellent issue of this 
very interesting and illuminative 
journal.

Ax opportune little pamphlet of 
79 pages with the above title, and 
with the sub-title “Some After-Crisis 
Vindications,” has just been published 
by the American Presbyterian Mis- 
sion Press, and by Messrs. Morgan 
and Scott, London. The author is 
Mr. Gilbert McIntosh, whose previous 
amphlet, “The Chinese Crisis and 

hristian Missionaries” was very well 
received, as it deserved to be, at 
home, and did a good deal to remove 
the prejudice against missionary work 
which hs been fostered by the ac- 
counts brought home by ill-informed 
and irresponsible writers and speak- 
ers. Ina brief introduc'ion our au- 
thor says that: in one sense there is 
nothing in the hostility to foreign 
missions, or in the misrepresentation 
of the missionaries’ motives, or in 
the later criticism of their methods, 
bat in, another sense there is a good 
deal in it all. ‘They prove the im- 
portance of mission work ; and they 
may furnish hints for reform or im- 
provement of missionary methods. 
‘The remedy lies in a full and accu- 
rate knowledge of what is being ac- 
commplishel. Mr. McIntosh quotes 
Robert Louis Stevenson, who went 
out to the Pacifie with a great pre- 
judice against missions, and who 
subsequently wrote that “those who 
deblatterate against. missions have 
only one thing to do—to come and 
see them on the spot.” 

The vindication in tl little 
pamphlet is divided under eight 
heads, the, first consisting of letters 
from dip'omatic «nd military officials, 
‘These inelude Sir Claude MacDonald's 
and Mr. Conger’s letter of ackno 
ledgment of the services renlered in 
the siege at Peki- g by the American 
missionaries generally and Mr. Game- 
well in particular; and letters from 
Generals Gaselee and Stewart and 
Major Parsons, recognising the ser- 
viees rendered them by British mis- 
sionaries, One of General Gaselee’s 
letters written after his return to 
England is so characteristic of that

le writes: “I had no personal 
knowledge of any looting done by 
British missionaries. I received a 
good deal of belp from you and 
others, and I am sure none of you are 
capable of doing an injustice to the 
Chinese or anyone else.” There is 
also a_ scientific appreciation by 
Lieut.-Col. Scott-Monerieff, R.E., of

Walls supporting roofs, or in any 
way doubtful, were propped and buttress- 
ed; traverses were made in every possible 
passage; openings and communicatiens 
were made freely throughout the defen- 
sive line; barricades and flanking capon- 
iers were made in every place where it was 
possible they might be needed; deep 
trenches were sunk across every part 
whero the enemy might be expected to 

ine; the upper stories of houses w 
Tarticaded, loopholed, and strengthened ; 
and above all, in every place ample head 
cover was given to the firing line, so that 
only as much of the man as camo opposite 
the loophole was exposed.” 


Finally, there is the unsonght but 
hearty testimony of an American 
marine on the conduct of the ladies 
who conducted the native women and 
children to the American Legation: 
“The Missionary Society tha’ ap- 
pointed those ladies to take care 
‘of these Chinese, knew what they 
were about for certain.” 

The second chapter contains tes- 
timonies from Chinese officials, and 
this contains proclamations and 
letters, etc., in which the work of the 
missionaries has been approved by 
Chinese statesmen; this chapter 
might have been greatly expanded. 
Then comes the testimony of the 
martyrs’ letters, some of which have 
already appeared in our columns, and 
all of which breathe a pure spirit of 
devotion and resignation, showing 
the perfect sincerity of the writers

ted, would have been hopeless. ‘The 
fourth chapter deals with the wit- 
ness-bearing of the native Christians, 
who generally showed in 1900 an 
unflinching stability when they might 
have saved their lives by recantation 
that must make it impossible hence- 
forward to stigmatise the converts as 
rice-Christians. The assistance that 
the native Christians of all classes at 
Peking gave in the siege is well 
known. Then come letters from dis- 
tinguished Americans in answer to 
such questions as: “Are the mis- 
sionaries responsible for the convul- 
sion which has taken place? Has 
their influence been of such a sort as 
would lead to this uprising? Ought 
they to withdraw and leave the 
Chinese to themselves?” ‘The an- 
swers, evidently well-considered, are 
from the Hor. J. W. Foster, formerly 
U.S. Secretary of State, President 
Angell, LL.D., formerly U.S. Minister 
to China, Colonel Denby, Mr. Jobn 
Barrett, Mr. G. F. Seward, and Mr. 
J. Goodnow, and they are all most 
favorrable to missionary work. “I 
have the profoundest admiration,” 
vrites Mr. Seward, “for the mis- 
sionary as I have known him in 

















China. He isa power for good and 
peace, not for evil.” 


Then comes the Statement by the 
China Missionary Alliance, on which 
we commented in these columns at 
the time; and then, a chapter under 
the heading “But!” “But !”, in which 
the charges in connection with 
missionary looting, the — unchris- 
tianity of demanding indemmities, 
atid the impolicy of sending ladies 
into the interior, are briefly met and 
dispersed, The final chaprer is head- 
ed “Inferences and Conclusions,” and 
sntains seventeen replies, which 
cannot but be approved by all who 
are unbiased beforehand, to. tha 
questions which are conmonly asked 
when the subject. of foreign missions 
presents itself. There are probably 
not many people nowadays who would 
endorse the resolution passed by the 
shareholders in the East India Com- 
pany in 1793 : 

“That the sending of missionaries into 
our Eastern possessions is the maddest, 
most extravagant, most expensive, most. 
unwarrantable project that was ever pro- 
posed by a lunatic enthusiast. Such a plan 
is pernicious, impolitic, unprofitable, wun- 
salutary, dangerous, unfruitful, fantastic. 
It is opposed to all reason and sound policy ; 
it endangers the peace and the security of 
our possessions. 

The East India Compavy has dis- 
appeared; the work of the mission- 
aries continnes and prospers.

THE AMERICAN MAIL 
PAPERS. 





(rox THE weeK ENDING 11TH OctopEn.) 
‘Tae mail papers just to hand have a 
reat deal to say about President Roose- 
velt’s effort to bring about the cessation of 
the coal strike. Now that, however, as we 
have been. telegraphically informed, the 
matter has been amicably settled, the scores 
of leading articles written on the subject are 
necessarily of less interest than they would 
have been if the strike had continued up 
to the present time. The supplementary 
statement issued by Secretary Shaw in 
explanation of the steps taken by him to 
relieve the stringency in the money market 
has called forth much discussion. Imme- 
diate relief was afforded by his announce- 
ment that the banks would not be held to 
the requirement of a 25 per cent reserve 
against the deposits made by the Treasury 
‘on the security given, and that he would 
continue to place the revenues of the 
Government from internal taxes in the 
banks, as they came in, on securities other 
than the United States bonds heretofore 
required. 

‘The New York “ Evening Post” say: 

These rulings have to be looked at in 
two different aspects, one relating to their 
legality and the other to their expediency. 
‘That they are unwarranted by law seems to 
be sufficiently plain. The law, which re- 
quires a fixed reserve to be held against 
deposits, makes no exception in respect of 
government deposits. It is true that these 
are secured by sufficient collateral, Ori- 
ginally the banks were required to keep 
the specified reserve against circulation 
and deposits, both of these liabilities being 
secured by United States bonds. . Congress 
sav fit to repeal this Jaw as regards circula- 
tion, but did not change it as to deposits. 














Ibis said that Secretary Sherman, when 
engaged in refunding the national debt, 
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relaxed this rule, but if he did so he ex- 
ceeded his authority. His infraction of 
Jaw, if he committed one, does not excuse 
any of his successors. 

‘The New York ‘‘Times" also confesses 
that it is unable to justify the Secretary's 
action on legal grounds, It says :— 

‘The effect on the public mind is all the 
more mischievous, because this precedent, 
following others of the same kind though 
Jess sweeping, breeds expectations that 
cannot and ought not to be met. Sober 
men, measuring calmly the scope and 
significance of Mr. Shaw's course, will ask 
themselves what will be looked for the 
pext time that a like condition arises, as it 
1s practically sure to arise. 

‘The Philadelphia “Press,” however, 
defends the Secretary's action as follows :— 

Where his predecessors have interpreted 
and administered the various Treasury, 
Sub-treasury, and national banking acts 80 
as to inerease their hindering ills, he has 
acted so as to diminish them.

‘The true intent and effect of the agreo- 
ment must be left for the future to disclose. 
For one thing, the British alarmists have 
heen relieved of the nightmare which has 
been oppressing them—namely, that their 
navy might be deprived of the service of 
its most usoful auxiliaries in time of need 
by the Americanisation of the larger num- 
er of the fast transatlantic steamers. That 
fm agreement on the part of American 
citizens to surrender vessels under their 
control to the use of the enemy would be 
respected by this Government in the event 
of war with Great Britain is more than im- 
probable; for s declaration of war not ouly 
cancels all public treaties but annuls all 
private contracts between enemies. The 
contingency, however, was evidently re- 
garded as so remote as to be unworthy of 
consideration. In a way, therefore, Mr. 
Morgan's agreement with’ the British Go- 
vernment provides a new proof of the 
firmness of the entente between the United 
States and the United Kingdom; it also 
constitutes a new. guarantue of peace be- 
tween the two nations.”

A 
rapid and enormous increase in the capital 
of any European country might he account- 
able for efforts to control the corporation 
from that source. Keen on the scent of 
power, the German Emperor may have seen 
that through the participation of the Ger- 
man steamship companies in the enterprise 
his country could have a better lmowledge 
of the opportunities for supremacy in com- 
merce on the Atlantic. It is far from the 
fact, one may believe, that Mr. Morgan 
intends to sell out, and yet it is decidedly 
of great moment that the actual pros 
for continued American control of the com- 
bination should be widely comprehended 
by Americans. 


‘The official estimates as to what is re- 
quired in appropriations for the U.S Navy 
next year amount to a total of $82,426,030. 
Numerous items for pay, repair mainten- 
ance, and construction are included in this 
estimate. The New York ‘Sun” has a 
long leading article on the subject, of which 
the following is an extract :— : 
Somewhat earlier than last year the 
Secretary of the Navy has presented his 
estimates for the support of the naval 
establishment during the fiseal year ending 
30th June, 1904. “Mr. Moody's estimates 
call for much less than those presented to 
Congress Inst year, in round numbers 
$82,500,000 as against $96,000,000 asked 
by ‘Secretary Long; and are ‘less thy 
$4,000,000 in excess of the sum allowed by 
Congress for the current year, There is 
ge increase ia any item in the ni 
ages over the amounts allowed for 
the prosent year; and some of the, bureaux 
of the Department ask for smaller sums 
than were allowed them at the last s 
Dividing the estimates into expeditures 
on capital account and on maintenance 
account, it appears that some $28,500,000 
are to bo charged to the former, besides 
about $26,000,000 for new constructio 
a total of about $54,500,000 for permar 
ent improvements and additions to t 
navy and its plant on sea and shore ; while 
to maintenanco about $27,500,000 are 
chargoable. The increases over the ap- 
propriations for the current year ar 
conservative, and that they are so is duo 
probably to Mr. Moody's experience as a 
member of the House Committee on 
Appropriations.

ended the Civil War more than a genera-

Yet it was absorbed immediately and 
peacefully into the body of workers in 
productive industries, notwithstanding 
‘the predictions of foreien observers that 
its dissolution would be attended by 
serious difficulties. More than half a 
million immigrants entered this counti 
last year, constituting a labour rei 
forcement of marked importance. But 
there is no complaint anywhero that men 
who know how to work and are willing to 
earn an honest livelihood aro unable to 
find employers willing to hire them. The 
market for labour in sngland is strictly 
limited and does not seem to be growing 
in its proportions. The demand for skill- 
ed workers in this country is keen and 
constant, with no prospect that it will 
diminish’in the near future. Tho contrast 
is worth noting by British business men 
who are unable to seo why American in- 
dustries are forging ahead at a rate which 
makes them open their eyes in amaze- 
‘ment. 

‘Tho Chicago “ Record-Herald” has also 
an interesting article on “‘The Growth of 
Our Oriental Trade,” which we pro- 
duce: 

General William Sooy Smith is right in 
intimating that there has been a great 
deal of exaggeration in tho boasts con- 
cerning our oriental trade. It ix certain- 
ly a very small factor in tho total 
trade of the country, and it has not as 
yet climinated foreign Powers from com- 
petition. Nevertheless it is advancing at 
a pretty rapid rate, As an illustration of 
tho truth’ of this assertion we will take 
the case of Japan. In 4892 the exports 
to tho United States were valued at 
38,074,971 yen, the imports from tho

responding figures for Great Britain wer 
Exports, 3,921,708; imports, 20,788,382. 
But in 1900 there had na change as 
follow: United State, exports to,

imports from, 71,638,220. | Though our 
relative advanco’ was less than Great 
Britain's, if the total trade, exports and 
imports, be considered, becauso we were 
very large customers of Japan even in 
1892, our sales to that country wero 
multiplied by ten, while those of Great 
Brtain were only botwoen three and four 
times as great in 1900 as they wero in 
1892. 

Passing from this indication of our gaint 
as compared with that of other countries, 
we will now refer to the absolute in- 
creaso of our oriental business not. only 
with Japan but with China and tho 
Philippines. In the short interval from 
1895 to 1901 the value of our exports 
changed as follows: Japan, 1895, 
$4,559,242; 1901, $18,656,899" Chi 








1805, "$3,602,741 1901, ' $10,287,312 ; 
Philippines, | 1895, $119,255; 1901, 
$4,014,180. During tho eight months 


ending with August, 1902, the exports to 
China amounted to $17,013,848, which is 
almost five times as great as the total for 
the fiscal year ending with June, 1895. 
Tt should be understood, of course, that 
the inerease does not proceed at a regular 
rate. Thus the exports to both Japan 
and China were much ter in 1900 than 
they were in 1901, while those to the 
Philippines were much smaller. But in 
Jooking back over the period of a decade 
it will be seen that our nercentage of in- 
crease ic one of the very notable features 
of thy ‘2ntal trade development.

Love and the Soul Hunters. By John 
Oliver Hobbes. In paper. 8vo., 345 pp. 
London: George Bell and Sons. 


Mrs. Craigie has achieved her position in 
the front rank of living British novelists, 
and the reader who takes up Love and the 
Soul Hunters knows beforehand that his 
time is not going to be wasted. Something 
of a story there is in it, but a story without 
any very definite end ;' clever characterisa- 
tion, so that the persons of the drama 
really exist for a little while, at any rate ; 
and decidedly clever dialogue.’ The ingénue 
heroine is a fine, high-principled girl, who 
falls deeply in love with a Prince’ who 
endeavours in a long interview to persuade 
her to marry him jrorganatically, and who 
is finally compelled by his love to marry her 
straightforwardly and without any arridre 
pensée ; but the real heroine is the ingénue’s 
mother, a beautiful American who has been 
divorced by the young heroine's feeble but. 
gentlemanly father and is believed by her 
to be dead ; who is described as “‘ reckless, 
unmoral self-absorbed, and highly artistic, 
the pride of dressmakers, and the pen: 
sioned love of two rich Russians.” At the 
time of the story “La Belle Valentine,” as 
she is called, is the beloved of a self-made 
American millionaire, Cobden Duryee, who 
has known her from childhood’ and is 
anxious to marry her, ignoring her past. 
With his aid she becomes the good genius 
of her divorced husband, her daughter, and 
the Prince ; and it is impossible not to like 
her, so clearly does Mrs. Craigie make the 
reader understand that she is only unmoral, 
not immoral, Her daughter, the youn; 
heroine, ‘as a little girl, had "been a go 
child with a gay disposition and pretty 
ways, She could steat on to a knee, and 
perched there, sit like a flower on its stem, 
scareely moving. She inclined towards 
caresses, and was fond of touching or strok- 
ing or petting those whom she found 
sympathetic. Yet, with all this, she was 
known to be somewhat cold—self-sufticient 
without being ungraciously selfish. Now at 
two-and-twenty she was well educated, 
observant, rather sarcastic, and far too 
impulsive in spite of her calm demeanour, 
There are two kinds of composure. One 
is morbid and arises from a feeble or fati- 
gued vitality. It betokens a genuine lack 
of interest in all things and is the least 
pleasing form of egoism. The other kind, 
which is magnetic, is the sign of complete 
sanity—a heart at peaco and a physical 
organisation without weakness. This last 
was the composure characteristic of Miss 
Gloucester. She had never experienced « 
strong emotion, « violent sentiment, a 
really unhappy hour. Her face, in spite of 
its fitful and almost mocking beauty, 
seemed as unalterable in its lines as some 
calm portrait by Leonardo da Vinci.” 
Admirably portrayed asClementineGlouces- 
ter is in the main, this sketch from the 
second chapter of the book is out of drat 
ing. A girl so coldly and calmly beautiful 
would never have been fond of touching or 
stroking or petting even those whom she 
found sympathetic. 

‘The Prince, who is all that is charming 
and fickle, has a very aristocratic and un- 
happy mother (they are exiles from their’ 
country), Queen Charlotte, and a secretary, 
Dr. Karl Felshammer, a middle-aged man 
of great abilities and strong passions, who 
is also desperately in love with Clementine.

The “Ten Villages.” 

Your Sorrespondent recently paid a visit 
to a section of country about eighty li from 
this city, known as the “Ten” Villages.” 
They are grouped together within a radius 
of perhaps eight or ten li and have_a little 
history connected with them. It dates 
from the time when the Yellow River left 
its course and went to the north. At that 
me this particular district was under 
ater, not that of the fiver itself, but of 
alake connected therewith. On’ the de- 
parture of the river the lake also dried up 
and the land was left covered with a kind 
of reed, which the natives were powerless 
to subdue. Consequently the land was 
thrown open for occupation, special induce- 
ments inthe way of remission of taxes 
cte., were offered, and immigration from 
the’ adjoining province of Shantung was 
encouraged, and Jarge numbers from ‘Tsa0- 
chou and adjoining prefectures responded. 
‘The result proved the wisdom of the ex- 
periment. ‘The Shantungites soon had the 
reeds cleared, and the land drained and 
under cultivation. And to this day the 
population of these villages is composed ex- 
clusively of those inmigrants and their 
descendants. 


Opposition to Reform. 

Only a short time ago I wrote that the 
new ten-cash coins had at last reached this 
city, and that they were proving a very 
great convenience. It appeared that re- 
form, although on a small scale, was actunl- 
ly_ beginning, and that along a’ line where 
it is most urgently needed, "viz: currency. 
But alas, it seems that we are doomed to 
disappointment once again! The pawn- 
shops now accept only two hundred to the 
thousand ; the remaining eight hundved 
must be paid in the old coin. The effect 
of this, of course, is to give a depreciated 
value to the new coin, and so the shops 
receive a higher price for goods if paid in 
the new coin. All this is the work of the 
money-shops, so Lam told, as the circula- 
tion of the new coin is interfering seriously 
with that of their bills, and it is impossible 
to use short count or sinall cas! ‘shen, the 
new coin is circulated. Is this nota fair 
sample of the xeforms which may be 
pected to come from within? The indica- 
tions are surely in that direction.

HLE. the Viceroy Chang Chih-tung gave 
adinmer at the Imperial’ Chinese Naval 
College at Nanking to the foreigners of 
Nanking in honour of H.I.M. the Kmpress 
Dowager of China on Sunday evening, the 
9th inst. which indeed came off in a very 
grand style. Who had the arrangement 
of the dinner in hand is not. very 
well known, but whosoever it was, it was 
done in a perfect style. The large class 
room of the College was beautifully de- 
corated with flowers ; two large dragons, 
each about 20 fect’ long, wore entirely 
made up from yellow chrysanthemums and 
were facing along table, round which 
about 80 people took seats. About 5 p.m. 














H.E. arrived at the Naval College and 
there received his foreign guests as

lthe guests of H. E. sat down to have a 


feast which indeed has no precedent in

limit. 1 also desire to drink a toast to 
the Emperors, Kings and Presidents of 
the various friendly Powers with the hope 
that their reigns may be peaceful and 
prosperous and that their friendship for 
China may be greater than ever.

Mission Enterprise. 

The first fruits of the plan for better 
missionary union are already appearing. 
‘The Presbyterian Mission is planning for 
a native girls’ school, which shall take 
over the boarding pupils of theAmerican 
Board Mission of this place. 

‘The Mission has already in operation 
one day school for girls, held in the near- 
est village, and managed entirely by the 
native church. It hopes to help speedily 
in the establishment of many more of the 
same kind. ‘There is abundance of mate- 
rial for schools and a growing purpose to 
have them, but qualified teachers are of 
course rare. The idea of the Japanese- 
Chinese school proposed and to be built 
in our north suburb, is that of a normal 
school presumably for men. The missions 
have a fine field in doing a like work for 
women, which field the Chinese are also 
likely fo enter, but with foreign leader- 
ship if the foreigner will awake to the 
situation. : 


A Temple of Education. 

In our next-door-neighbour village to 
the west is to be seen the beginning of a 
very interesting experiment. There are 
hero the ruins of the No Name temple ; 
the founder, some four centuries ago, 
not feeling sure which god it had better 
be dedicated to. Tho ruins and its land 
—some 30 mow—were offered to one of 
the missions, but the bait was not swal- 
lowed. Advice was freely given, however, 
that tho entire property be ‘converted 
into a village public school. The advice 
was accepted and the villagers have al- 
reads taken the first steps toward the 
carrying out of tho plan. They have 
seonred the larger part of the land and 
have themselves begun work on the temple 
compound. One or two swallows of this 
<ort do not make a spring. especially if the 
persons who ought to do the spring act 
prefer another nap, but they may perhaps 
convince even such persons that the new 
year edge of winter is not far away. 


Increase of Population. 

The foreign population of our city is in 
numbers not insignificant. Tt is already 
reported to be orer one hundred, includ- 
ing, of course, the Japanese. 

‘Judging by'2 good-sized band of coolies 
seen a few days since on their way from 
a distant point to the R. R. station and 
thus to the terminus, there to work on the 
extension, we judge that work on the 
track is being pushed with diligence. 


A Point for Discussion.

On enquiry we learn- 
ed that this capture was the rewlt of 
anonymous information which had come to 
the attention of the official. Someone had 
drawn up a paper stating that certain per- 
sons, names and residence given, were rob- 
bers; this document was then wrapped in 
cloth, tied to a brick, and thrown into the 
magistrate’s court.

Cholera prevailed to 9 considerable extent 
throughout the summer, and only recently 
sporadic cases were reported. Stories of 
great loss of life are given; but when the 
traveller passes through the districts afflict- 
ed, it is difficult for him to believe these 
tales—there are none missing ! 

Heve in this city it is enid over a thous- 
and pet ed. which would be a large 
mortality. ‘The observant Chinese also 
state that the Mohammedans suffered most 
severely; especially those who lived in the 
vicinity ’ ot the foreiga residences which 
they helped to destroy two years ago. Your 
average Chines# thoroughly believes in a 
fitting retribution. 

German Railroad Activity. 

‘The Germans are extremely busy running 
toand froin the earth like a certain in- 
dividual mentioned in scripture. However, 
it is expected that in their case it will be 
for good, as they are no doubt making tours 
of observation prior to building a railroad 
through to Paotingfu. 

Japanese are also in evidence; and a 
Sikh, too, bus been deputed to see the boats 
bringing up ties and other material for 
the railroad in Honan safely past the likin 
barrier here.

The 
lieutenant in © described to the 
writer how the “Goddess” leaped high in 
the air, waving o fan and hurling defiance 
at the soldiers until a bullet ended her 
career. Other gruesome mementoes have 
been on view, stich as banners and sashes 
and jackets, mostly dyed with the blood 
of those ill-fated fanatics. Tho jackets 
‘ero of the pattern worn by soldiers, but 
the characters worn describe the wearers 
as the “Heavenly Appointed Religion,” 
and as “Shen Yung,” Spirit Braves. 
Major Tsén says ho has sent over 200 of 
such uniforms to Chéngtu, while the total 
number of rebels killed ’in recent skir- 
mishes must bo over 1,000. 


The Extraordinary Thing is 
that Boxer practising goes oft still all 
acStnids an Solr bane mee tae every 
few days, baving a brief and inglorious 
career and an ignominious end, yet the 
scattered remnant seems to have sufficient 
Vitality to gather other for @ fresh at- 
tempt.

As a useful if not wholly pleasant chango 
wo have had sonio light rain, which, 
though not of sufficient force to add to 
the storage, has yet. made the face of 
nature clean and refreshed, brought down

The Water Supply 

is chiefly conspicuous by its present in- 
sufficiency. Practically we aro as badly off 
as though a water famine already  pre- 
vailed. ‘The water is nominally turned on 
juarters of an hour daily, but 
numerous houses both up at the Pealt and 
i the lower lovels get. either none at all 
or such a dribble as to be useless. Some 
of the residents aro considering the pro- 
priety of hanging the water authority in 
efigy on one of the city lamp-posts. 

f this is the stato of things at the 
commencement. of the winter, what, wo 
may ask, will be the condition in’ the 
spring? ‘Ther is now little chance of 
further rainfall until March, and then it 
will probably be light and useless for pur- 
poses of storage. Meantime, it seems to 
mo that it is the duty of the Government 
to keep faith with the taxpayers and sup- 
ply them with the water for which they 
are charged. There is bad management 
somewhere. The Governor should keol- 
haul some one !

Political Notes. 

Politically speaking, interest in Mel- 
bourne has of late centred round the 
State rather than the Federal House. 
‘A full attendance of members rolled to 
hear Treasurer Shiels deliver his _pre- 
liminary Budget statement. The Trea- 
surer* calculated on a deficit of at least 
£450,000 in the year’s finances, even 
supposing the revenue maintained its 
present healthy rate. 

Various schemes of a retrenching na- 
ture were put before the House in order 
to provide for the deficit. The Treasurer 
made a spirited appeal to the civil ser- 
vice to submit to a scheme of percentage 
reductions ranging from three per cent 
to 15% rather than that some hundreds 
of their number should receive notice of 
dismissal. By various other economies 
the deficit was to be reduced to £80,000, 
and if by October noxt the revenue show- 
ed no signs of expansion, the Government 
would propose a reduction on the present 
limit of £200 exemption from tho income 
tax. 

Meanwhile the Reform Bill has been 
keenly debated, and has now passed its 
second reading’ in tho Assembly. It in- 
cludes the reduction of Lower House 
membership from 90 to 66, and of the 
Upper House from 48 to 26. The proper- 
ty qualification for membership in that 
august assembly has also been shorn to a 
considerable extent, and tho franchise 
extended, so that should the bill become 
law, its name as the House of the 48 rich 
landlords will become a cognomen of the 
past. 


Viceregal. 


Both Federal Houses of Parliament 
have como to an agreement regarding the 
establishment appertaining to viceregal 
estate in Australia. Resolutions approv- 
ing the annual expenditure of £5,500 
upon Government Houses during tho 
term of office of the next Governor- 
General, have been agreed to. This still 
Teaves open the vexed question as to 
whether the Viceroy is to maintain two 
establishments, ab Melbourne and Sydney 
respectively, or whether one, at Federal 
headquarters (Melbourne), is to be 
sufficient. 

‘Australians have in the past expected 
too much from their official head, and 
will do wisely in future to moderate their 
ideas as to the entertainments provided 
by His Excellency.

A Huge Disaster. 


A day or two before Australia cole. 
brated the Coronation, New South Wales 
and the Commonwealth as a whole was 
shocked by a terrible explosion in the 
Mount Kembla mine. This colliery, 
located in the Wollongong district of 
New South Wales, had always heen ro- 








garded ax ono of tho safest coal mines in | 


the world. Tt had always been worked 
with naked lights. 

A dispute as to hewing rates was at 
that timo being discussed in the arbitra- 
tion Court sitting in the adjoining town- 
ship of Wollongong. The manager bim- 
self was giving evidenco before the Court 
as to the safoty of the mine, when a blast 
like the roar of an earth upheaval almost 
shook the foundations of the Court house 
from underneath them. In an instant a 
huge rent was mado in the side of tho 
hill, and the engine house and other 
buildings at the entrance to the tunnel 
turned into 2 heap of ruins. 300 miners 
wero at work at the time, and of these 
90 perished, tho large majority being 
victims to the effect of the afterdamp. 








Melbourne, 1st October. 
State Politics. 


A. general olection in one Stato, an 
earthquake in another, and tho arrival of 
Melba in a third, must be admitted 
to be a sufficiently exciting concatenation 
of circumstances for any country to 
undergo during ono short fortnight. The 
first is the outcome of a state of affairs 
which has raised our local politics to the 
first place in every man’s mind. In fact, 
not for years has such an animated 
struggle occurred as the: one which to- 
day's polling will decide.

Since the Federal Treasurer made his 
budget statement, it has heen shown that 
the Victoria deficit will reach £700,000, 
owing to the loss of revenue accruing 
from the transferred departments. Re 
form means spending less. General taxa- 
tion versus retrenchment is the keynote 
of the struggle. It is genorally anticipat- 
ed that the Government will win the day ; 
they have already secured several uncon- 
tested seats.

| Madame Melba, 


| Never before has tho advent of any 
public person whatever evoked such un- 
bounded enthusiasm and excitement here 
as the arrival in her native land of Ma- 
dame Melba, the great operatic prima 
donna. It is’16 years since Melba, then 
| Mrs. Armstrong, left. Melbourne to try 
| for fame and fortune on tho strength of 
{her lovely voice, and how far she has won 
both is a matter of world-wide notoriety. 
When sho sang before her departure, her 
fellow-townspeople wero comparatively 
esld to her powers and but few realised 
i how magnificent a possession she had in 
her voice. But now, as if striving to mako 
| up for artistic blindness, now that Melba 
‘has the hall-mark of a European reputa- 
| tion, the public are almost delirious in 
| their reception of her. The booking for 
her five concerts was a record one, every 
| seat in the Town Hall for all conoorts 
being sold weeks beforehand at @ guinea 
and half-a-guinea. Tho scene at her first

Results of the Imperial 
Conference, 


Much comment of the “*I-told-you so” 
order has arisen over Sir Edmund Barton's 
opinions of the work dono by the confer- 
ence of Colonial Premiers in London. 
Much was expected from the meeting 
together of the statesmen; the settle 
ment at least of several knotty points, such 
as the Imperial Council, Imperial De- 
fence, Preferential Trade and so on}, but 
each topic of discussion proved a “no- 
thoroughfare,” and blanks were drawn on 
all. The sum total of all the tall was 
given by the Australian Primo Minister 
jn an interview with the “Argus” Lon- 
don correspondent. “A number of ques- 
tions affecting the progress of the Empiro 
have been discussed, and some headway 
made." That is all.’ There is no present 
idea cf conceding Parliamentary  repre- 
sentation of the Colonies; there is no 
possibility of free-trade within the empiro 
at present; it is impossible to say how far 
‘the Canadian precedent will be followed. 
Then on the vital question, of Imperial 

Defence, the Colonial poiition, “as is 
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already Imown, was flatly opposed to the 
‘War Office plan. Imperial federationists, 
even the most ardent, have had their en- 
thusiasm greatly cooled by these negative 
results, for the want of agreement on all 
the points shows that the various parts 
of the empire are not nearly so much in 
touch with each other in practical every- 
day affairs as Imperialists suppose or 
affect to suppose. It would be a mistake 
to knit the bonds too closely. The very 
freedom from all constraint makes more 
surely for cohesion. To take a homely 
illustration, the mother country and her 
colonies resemble a large and scattered 
family, the members of which may meet 
together very happily at occasional 
family-gatherings at boliday time, but if 
they were all compelled to live in the 
same house and conform to the same 
habits, the harmony of thet family would 
very soon end in a most sensational 
quarrel. 


Proposed Military and Naval 
Changes. 

Our army we are to keep to ourselves. 
‘We are not on any account to allow any 
portion of it to.be “earmarked” by tho 

perial authorities. Help to the mother 
country is to be given when wanted, as 
the contingents were sent to South Africa 
and China, but the Commonwealth 
Government, will retain full control over 
her land forces. In this Australia sees 
eye to eye with Canada Sir Edward 
Hutton, the Foderal Commandant, has 
prepared a scheme for military defence 
which is much beyond our present wants. 
It has not been discussed in Parliament. 
yet, but his leading idea, that of an 
“offensive-defonsive system of defence,” 
is regarded with suspicion as likely to 
lead us, in future troubled waters, much 
beyond’ our depth. Sir Edward's’ policy 
would be that Australia must maintain a 
mobile field force ready to defend these 
shores by promptly assuming the aggres- 
sive abroad. He would increase the gar- 
rison troops (chiefly volunteers for local 
defence) to a war strength of 15,470, and 
create “a field force of 98,748, making 
a total army (war footing) of 44,218. 
These figures are nearly double the former 
estimate of mon required. And the 
scheme will certainly be thoroughly re- 
vised. With regard to naval defence » 
“long felt want” is about to be supplied 
in the most satisfactory manner consist- 
ont with that strict economy necessary in 
all our undertakings owing to that “eter- 
nal want of pence” which vexes our 
much-to-be-pitied public men. — British 
ships are to train Australian seamen. The 
proposal which our Prime Minister will 
submit to Parliament will include the os- 
tablishment of a naval reserve to be 
trained in ships of the auxiliary squadron. 
The subsidy from Australia and Now 
Zealand will be about double what it is 
at present. As a return, the colonies will 
acquire ships of a more effective and up- 
to-date build. 


Federal Finances. 

‘When making his budget speech in the 
House of Reprcontatiee le week, Sir 
Goo. Turner explained that it was the 
wish of the Government, in the interests 
solely of the smaller States to raise a loan 
of £1,000,000, of which £500,000 is to be 
spent this year, and £250,000 in each of 
the following years. It is an open secret 
that neither Sir George nor several of his 
colleagues are personally anxious to bor- 
row money just now. They would sooner 
execute works out of revenue. Last 





night, the Government loan proposals } 


were vetoed by the Labour party 
through their leader, Mr. Watson. This 
brought down the scom of the opposition 
leader, Mr. E. H. Reid, who characterised 
the Cabinet as “mere clerks of the 
House.” The public works which it was 
Proposed to execute out of loan money 


and which must now be carried out with 
funds from the consolidated revenue, are 
exclusively connected with the transferred 
| departments. The Federal Parliament, 

after its long session, goes into recess at 
the end of the week and will not be called 
together till May. 


Queensland Wants Secession. 

Queensland is to-day within measurable 
distance of ruin. The drought there is 
established, apparently for ever, in its 
ery worst and most blighting forth. 
There is hardly a blade of grass along all 
the old stock routes. Even on the coast 
the desolation is terrible and of what it 
is “outback” nobody, save those un- 
fortunates who have ‘the misfortune to 
live there, has the slightest conception. 
Mr. Philp, the Premier, thinks the only 
way to restore prosperity is to secede from 
the commonwealth. “A few years ago,” 
he told an interviewer, “wo had 7,000,000 
head of cattle in Queensland. Now we 
havo only 3,500,000 head. We had 
21,000,000 sheep, and now we have only 
10,000,000. | ‘The anti-kanaka. legislation 
of the Federal Parliament is inflicting 
serious injury upon the sugar industry, 
and what between the drought and ill. 
considered legislation Queensland is in- 
deed in a bad way” Mr. Philp declares 
that at the next general Federal election, 
Queensland will “go solid” for separa- 
tion. The constitutional way would be 
to return candidates who are pledged to 
vote for a resolution referring the con- 
tinued inclusion of Queensland in the 
commonwealth to a referendum of the 
whole people. His complaint is that the 
Federal Government havo no financial re- 
sponsibility ; they simply keep one-fourth 
of all they can get. 

The Drought, 

To keep starving stock alive farmers 
from the Mallee and other waterless dis. 
triets of this State are now trucking horsos 
and cattle to the cooler slopes of the 
Eastern ranges in Gippsland, which has 
been comparatively untouched by 
drought. An “Age” correspondent des- 
cribed his riding through the N.W. dis- 
trict from Mildura for Eeoireds of miles 
without seeing a man or a horse. Only 
the women and children were left. The 
country everywhere is in a Pitiable con- 

n-and the price of provisions is con- 
sequently at famine rates. Sydney is 
worse off than we are. There they aro 
eating horse. Butchers cheerfully pro- 
dict that things will become worse next 
Year, as there is no stock coming forward 
at all. The big hotels and ‘Soarding- 
houses are feeling the hard times; they 
dare not raise their prices too much and 















their profits are all swallowed up in in- 
creased tradesmen’s bills. At the annual 
me 





ig of one of our leading hotels it 
was shown that although the receipts had 
fallen off over a £1,000 since last year 
(the Royal visit year) the butcher's bill 
had increased by £300 and the total was 
over £8,000. Out. back there is abolutely 
no sign of vegetation ; all edible scrub has 
long ‘since vanished and the future must 
take care of itself. “How we can ever re- 
stock,” says one correspondent, “is a mys- 
tery.” Within the last few days, how- 
ever, there has been a splendid rainfall 
throughout Victoria, the Mallee farmers 
are jubilant and all along the border the 
heavy storms will prove the salvation of 
the crops that are not yet hopeless. 


Cause of the Colliery Disaster. 

Tt would seem as if reckless disregard 
of danger was shown in the working of 
the Mount Kembla coal mine where the 
disaster occurred in August last. The 
result of the first inquest held on victims 
shows that according to the jury, coal- 
dust was largely answerable for the 
tremendous force of the explosion; it 
appears that recent testings by experts 








in England of Mount Kembla dust, show- 
ed it to be dangerously inflammable, 
though it was locally deemed to be neither 
a “gassy” nor a “dusty” mine. The 
jury found that fire damp originated 
the explosion, on the evidence of the 
Chief Inspector of Collieries that air 
carrying a small percentage of fire damp 
would, if forced along the workings, raise 
coal dust which the rst naked light met, 
with would ignite. Other witnesses testi- 
fied to the known presence of gas in the 
mine, but the jury upheld the fire dam; 
theory. Prospecting for gas with a nak 
light is a perilous performance, but that 
it was the practice in this mine the evid- 
ence made clear. Now that the mischief 
is done, the use of any but safety lamps is 
prohibited. Work was resumed in the 
mine yesterday. Many of the former 
miners have given up the work, their 
nerves having been shattered by the 
shock, but all the miners now carry safe- 
ty lamps. 

The Dandenong Murder. 

The trial of Selina Sangal and August 
Tisler for the murder of the woman's hus- 
band, resulted in the two prisoners being 
sentenced to death. The Sangal murder 
is about the most cold-blooded crime re- 
corded in our annals. The victim was a 
respectable market gardener in a country 
town about 20 miles from Melbourne. 
Tisler was a farm hand employed by him 
and an intrigue sprang up between Tisler 
and his employer's wife. She left the 
window open one night for Tisler to come 
in, which he did, and Mrs. Sangal left the 
bedroom and kept the children in the 
next room quiet while Tisler battered her 
husband to death. Then they threw his 
body down the well. Next afternoon the 
woman told her eldest boy, a child of 
eleven, to go and tell the police his father 
was missing and his mother thought he 
was down the well. A heartrending 
episode of the trial was the children’s 
evidence, which was conclusive against the 
mother. Sho is a woman ovidontly with- 
out human feelings, for she actually told 
her boy, when he remarked that there 
wore some stains near the well, to clean 
them up, and the poor child did so, little 
knowing it was his own father’s blood he 
was wiping away. The trial created in- 
tense excitement, Selina Sangal being a 
sister of Thekla Dubberke, popularly 
known as the “ bescing of the boot box 
tragedy,” a particularly gruesome mur- 
der'which cogupied public attention some 
time ago. All the principals of the crime 
are foreigners. Sangal was a German. 
The New Osiris.

her over £1,500 by representing himsolf 
to be the reincarnation on earth of the 
Egyptian deity, Osiris, while his victim 
was supposed to be Isis. Worthington 
is now out on bail awaiting trial, and if 
the charges against him are correct, he 
is one of the most accomplished impostors 
ever known. He founded a sect called the 
“Students of Truth,” and with its mem- 
bers, mostly women, he scems to have 
acted precisely as he wished. They were 
simply as clay in the hands of the potter. 
Worthington is a remarkably handsome 
man with a clear-cut intellectual face and 
grey hair.

Hyderabad, 4th October. 
Harnessing a River. 

In a former letter I have described to 

you the manner in which the river Cau- 
very was harnessed and made to serve 
the gold mines 100 miles distant with 
electric power. The works were opened 
by the Viceroy early in August and have 
now been in full swing for more than a 
month. Not only have they proved 
eminently successful as far as the work- 
ing is concerned, but the first month's 
bill has been presented and duly paid, to 
the mutual satisfaction of both parties. 
‘It amounts to no less a sum than one lakh 
‘and twenty thousand rupees, or an in- 
como of nearly 15 lakhs annually. The 
total capital outlay has been 49 lakhs, so 
that an immediate return of 30% is not 
bad for an enterprise as yet in its infancy, 
and the gold mines, like Oliver Twist, are 
asking for more; at present the works 
are only supplying the minimum amount 
of power which the mines have guarante- 
ed to take and the works to supply, viz., 
4,000 H.P. Eventually they will require 
8,000 H.P., and a branch power supply 
company has been formed to utilise any 
surplus that may be available for manu- 
facturi 08. 

What has been dono with one river will 
no doubt be done with othors and, when 
-one reflects upon the millions of ‘horse 
power available amongst tho hill ranges 
‘of India, it will be at onco apparent what 
an enormous field is open for the employ- 
ment of capital. The Government of 
India is beginning to be alive to the im- 
portance of this question, and certai 
papers have been lately published con- 
taining tie report of the sub-Committee 
of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce on 
the new India Electricity Bill. Great 
stress is laid upon the unenlightened and 
obstructive legislation which has hitherto 
checked the development of electrical 
enterprises in England, .so that in regard 
to this important industry she stands far 
behind other nations. The formation is 
proposed of an advisory board, similar to 
those existing in Switzerland, Germany 
and France, which would act in conjunc- 
tion with the Government in framing the 
necessary rules. It is thewefore exceed- 
ingly probable that in future, with the 
example of the Cauvery before us, the 
Government will adopt a more sympathet- 
ic policy in regard to electricity. A very 
practical example of the effect of the new 
motive power on the gold fields is shown 
in the fact that the output during the 
first month it was used amounted to no 
less than 56 packages, valued at Rs. 314 
lakhs, being at tho rate of about 2} mil- 
lions sterling annually. At this rate the 
Indian goldfields will before long rank 
amongst the most important in the world. 
Here, in Hyderabad, » scheme for light- 
ing the town and suburbs by electricity 
hag just been passed by the local cabinet 
council, and another scheme is on the 
tapis to harness the river on which the 
town is situated.

A Dindigul Astrologer 
prophesied that there would be through- 
out India at the end of August this year 
violent earthquakes which would cause 
enormous loss of life. Dindigul is an 
insignificant little town in the south of 
India, but somehow or other the news 
spread throughout the country with 
marvellous rapidity. It is most extra- 
ordinary how, in an Oriental country, 
news of an alarmist character manages 
to spread, whilst the truth, as usual, 
remains 
traditional well. In this case thero was 
no exception to the rule. Throughout 
the length and breadth of the land the 
panic spread, even to remote country 
Villages, and all kinds of precautions were 
taken. Here in Hyderabad my head 
clerk, a more than ordinarily well- 
educated man, came to me and asked 
ihether it would not be advisable to hare 
all tl in the house up in 
boxes fps in tho open air- The day 
‘and there were no earthquakes. 
it was another instance of the ery of 
“wolf.” September set in and people be- 
gan to laugh, and even scoffed when later 
‘on in the month some earth grumblings 
were reported from the far north. It wa: 
another case of “parturiunt montes. 
Even the Government got righteously 
angry, and orders were issued to pro- 
‘secute persons who should spread alarming 
rumours calculated to disturb the public 
tranquillity. Then at last, late last month 
(September), almost to the very day fixed 
for the earthquake in August, the intelli- 
gence came of a terrible eerthquake in 
‘ashgar, in which villages have beon 
wrecked’ wholesale, buildings have been 
ruined, and more than one thousand lives 
lost, so the only mistake the astrologer 
made was being one month “too previous” 
in his calculations. 


‘The Ways of the Beast. 

Tie annual report has just been issued 
of the number of deaths from wild beasts, 
and it appears that during the last year 
there has been a greater loss of life than 
there has been for some years, especially 
from tigers and wolves. ‘The reason for 
this is attributed to famine, and 
that so many of the deer, etc., have 
been killed off in the forests that the 
wild beasts are compelled to resort more 
Treely to tho villages and. inhabited 
tracts in order to feod on cattle and hu- 
man beings. The unrestricted use of 
firearms is also another cause, and it is 
alleged that in native States, where there 
are no restrictions on carrying guns, the 
small game is almost entirely exterminat- 
ed, so that the carnivora are in the habit 
of crossing th borders into British ter- 
ritory, where the license system prevails. 
If this is the case, it is a rather remark- 
able answer to the Congress wallahs, or 
Indian nationalists, one of whose griev- 
ances is the restrictions against. carrying 
arms, as implying a suspicion against 
their loyalty, and who ask that they 
should be allowed free use of arms as a 
means of protection against wild beasts. 
As a matter of fact, if ke has a gun, the 
mild Hindu naturally prefers to. use it 
against an inoffensive beat than against 
one that as likely as not will turn and 
rend him, so it is quite possible that what 
seems at first sight an arbitrary prohibi- 
tion is in reality a wise protection. 

A Wily Boar. 

Apropos of wild animals a very curious 
incident oceurred jately on the’ bunting 
field, probably unique in the history of 
fox-hunting. Octacamund, the chief hill 
station in Madras, is about the only plaoo 
on the Indian Lill ranges whore the sport 
of fox-hunting can be carried on. Tho 
plateau consists of a wide series of un- 
dulating downs, and for years a pack of fox

no foxes to speak of, but the jackal makes 
a very good substitute, and occasionally 
‘they come across a tiger or a panther. A 
few days ago, however, whilst the pack 
‘was out they came across a wild boar, and 
at once tackled him. The only one of the 
field with the pack was the master (the 
Governor's A.D.C.), and whilst he was 
trying to whip the hounds off, the boar 
charged him continuously, until some 
others coming on the scent, the beast 
made off. Whilst the injured hounds were 
being looked after by the whip, the mas- 
ter took off the rest of the pack with the 
view of taking them back to the kennels, 
but on the way they camo across the old 
boar. who apparently had been. playing 
the same old game as his namesake in the 
Transvaal, and had been lying in ambush 
in a donga. Again the boar charged the 
master, and this timo unhorsed him, but 
the hounds pinned the brute by the ears 
and dragzed him to the water. ‘The mas- 
er, who was luckily unhurt, now mansg- 
ed to catch hold of the boar's tail, and 
knocked him silly with his metal huntin, 
crop. At the same time the hounds held 
on to the ears and kept the head in the 
water until the beast was effectually 
drowned. The master did not get home 
until late in the evening, as soveral of the 
hounds were injured. This probably is 
@ unique experience, and it is a pity there 
Was no one present to kodak the scone, 
which doubtless will appear in due course 
in the pages of the “ Graphic.” 
Wisdom After the Event. 

In my last I spoke of the terrible rail- 
way accident in Madras. Moro bodies 
ltave since been found, and altogether it 
would seem that about 160 out of some 
210 passengers have lost their lives. Of 
course the papers have been full of sug- 
gestions from correspondents of all kinds 
and one of the most practical that I have 
seen is that in the case of all bridges there 
should be a telegray yh wire on a level with 
the road way which, if the bridge breach- 
ed, would break and automatically causo 
a danger signal to be shown at either end. 
Setting aside tho difficulties of tho 
arrangement this might be all very well 
in the case of an actual breach, but how 
about a bridge which had merely beon 
damaged by the flood and had not given 
way, but which actually does break down 
when the train passes over? Given a 
Aark rainy night, a monsoon wind, and a 
flooded river, and it scems almost impos- 
sible to rely upon native agency to be 
sure that a bridge is in a proper condi- 
tion. As tho time when overy train 
passes over a bridge is known to a minute 
there should be some way of ensuring a 
thorough examination of each bridge, say 
half an hour before the train’s arrival. 
Nights of this kind aro by no means of 
frequent occurrence, and the rain must 
have been of some continuance before the 
river or stream can come down in a flood. 
University Reform. 

‘The controversy on this subject goes on 
merrily and every day becomes more ac- 
centuated. As far as I can judge tho 
entire native opinion is against the re- 
forms proposed as tending to check the 
spread of university education. Undoubt- 
edly this must be one of the effects of in- 
creasing the fees, and abolishing the 
second grade colleges and’ introducing a 
higher standard of osamination. Ono of 
tho great faults of the presont system is 
that the professors have to “teach dawn * 
to the level of the mojority of the 





students. The other day I wpe talking on 
this,subject to Dr. Wwhitchart, tho Bishop 
of Madras, who has had a long jenco 
of such subjects in Calcutta, said 


that there oan be no doubt that at Teast 
70 per cent of the students who go in 
for a university course are not fitted or 
qualified. The consequence of this is, as 

all markets, that the: profes- 
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sors have to suit their supply to the de- 
anand, and the standard of education and 
of lectures has to be adapted to the capa- 
bilities of the 70 per cent, otherwise the 
students would go elsewhere and the in- 
stitutes would lose their fees. I am not 
an educational expert, and must therefore 
speak with a certain amount of reserve, 
but it’seems to me that one radical evil of 
the present system is that university de 
grees aro made a qualifying test for 
Government appointments. Now, quite 
70 per cent of the students go in for a 
university course, not because they want 
a higher education for the education's 
sake, but became they want a qualifica- 
tion for a Government appointment of as 
high a grade as possible. The remedy 
would therefore seem to be that a univer- 
sity degree should merely be a distinction 

er se,” and not convey a qualification 
which, as in the case of the English civil 
service appointments, is obtained by pass- 
ing an examination quite apart from the 
University course—though undoubtedly 
90 per cent of the candidates who are 
suecessful come from one or other of the 
universities. If some such system were 
introduced in this country the probabili- 
ties aro that the same 70 per cent alluded 
to would not attend the universities at 
all, and would obtain the education neces- 
sary to qualify for a Government appoint- 
ment at the numerous cramming’ shops 
that would inevitably spring up. It is 
probable that the 30 per cent would be 
the gainors by getting a really sound and 
scholarly education, but would they be 
sufficient in numbers to make the uni- 
versities self-supporting? Here to my 
mind lies the crux of the whole question,

The first was Mr. Din- 
shaw Petit, who has given a lakh of 
Tupees towards the London School of 
Tropical Medicine, to the good work of 
which I alluded in my last. This is in- 
deed a worthy gift towards a worthy ob- 
ject, and I most sincerely trust that his 
example will be followed by others. The 
nest is Mr. Wadia, who has expressed his 
intention of giving to Lord Curzon half 
4 crore of rupees, or fifty lakhs, towards 
the relief of sufferers from famine, to be 
invested in the names of trustees and to be 
bestowed in such manner as Lord Curzon 
thinks best.

Mr. Chamberlain and the Birming- 
ham Unionists. 

No other incident in the Education 
Bill campaign has created anything like 
tho interest of Mr. Chamberlain’s intor- 
view yesterday with tho representative 
Liberal Unionists of Birmingham. It, was 
th personal aspect of the gathering quite 
as much as its political bearing that 
attracted popular attention. It had be- 
come obvious that the fecling against the 
Education Bill among the Birmingham 
Liberal Unionists was intense. Would 
Mr. Chamberlain be able to stem it. or 
control it? The answer to that question 
not only would affect considerably tho 
prospects of the Bill, but would neces- 
sarily have a considerable influence: on 
the future of Mr. Chamberlain. As Mr. 
Chamberlain reminded his hearers, the 
“Daily News” has been jubilantly pre- 
dieting his political extinction over this 

juestion ; but those whose memories carry 
them back to the days of Mr. Gladstone's 
conversion to Home Rule can have had 
little faith in this prediction. I think no 
student of that period can doubt: that but 
for Mr. Chamberlain's marvellous personal 
fiuence in the capital of the Midlands, 
Birmingham would by a substantial majo- 
rity have followed Mr. Gladstone in his 
conversion, There was something like 
consternation when it was first announesd 
that “Joe” had gone against “the Old 
Man,” and no one who was present at that 
first great meeting in Birmingham which 
Mr. Chamberlain addressed after the 
split will ever forget it. A large section, 
if not an actual majority, was at its 
commencement undoubtedly hostile to Mr. 
Chamberlain. Other _anti-Gladstonians 
were on their arrival with yells and 
hoots, and his own reception was anything 
but favourable. But when he rose to 
speak there was profound silence, and 
when he finished ha had carried the whole 
meeting with him 
A Doubtful Co clusion. 

Would it be so to-day? That is the 
question which everyone was asking. And 
even now that the meeting is over it is not 
quite easy to answer it. Birmingham's 
aduiration for Mx. Chamberlain is greater 
than ever. It could hardly be other- 
wise after the world-wide reputation 
he has made as our first great Colonial 
Minister. The meeting — unanimously 
pronounced itself loyal to him and 
loyal to the Unionist Alliance ; but it is 
still not quite clear that he has not asked a 
little too much of his followers. Birming- 
ham was the home of the National Educa 
tion League, and Mr. Chamberlain was its 
leader ; and’ however much he may try to 
explain away his change of view there is 





























no denying that this Bill is diametrically 
opposed to the principles of the League. 
Halt of ‘Mr. Chamberlain's speech was 
devoted to showing that it was the duty of 
the Liberal Unionists to subordinate their 
opinions on this question to the interests of 
the Unionist Alliance, and the other half to 
proving that the Government Bill, though 
not the ideal, is the only practical solution 
of the question. How his speech was re- 
ceived we can only judge by means of an 
“official report,” since while the speech 
was allowed to be reported, the subsequent 
Giscussion was held with closed doors, 
We are told, however, that “the general 
tone of the meeting was entirely loyal, and 
the suggestion that the Bill might. lead to 
the disruption of the Liberal Unionist Party 
was received with almost unanimous dis- 
favour. To four questions which Mr. Cham- 
berlain put at: the conclusion of the debate 
he received the answers he desired, only 
a few dissentient voices being raised ; but 
afterwards, at the request of two dissen- 
tients, another question was put, to which 
an embarrassing reply was given. ‘ Are 
you in favour,” it was asked, “of the 
proposal that the majority of the manage- 
ment’ committee of each of the voluntary 
schools, so far as secular instruction is 
Goncerned should be popularly elected?” 
And in a meeting of over a hundred Liberal 
Unionists, this was carried with only two 
dissentients. 

A Basis of Compromise. 

Of course this question is capable 
of more than one interpretation. Mr. 
Chamberlain, while he announced that the 
Bill would in'no case be withdrawn, and that, 
the Government would resign if ‘defeated 
on it, intimated that the road was still 
open to a compromise, and Mr. Balfour has 
repeatedly made similar announcements. 
But it is almost certain that the Church 
would never consent to allow the Church 
to be placed in a minority 
on the management committees Church 
schools, even with the proviso that they 
should be supreme in questions of religious 
teaching. 

Refusal to Pay Rates. 

Meanwhile the Free Churches have by an 
overwhelming majority of their members 
committed themselves to the policy of 
refusing to pay the education rate if the 
Bill should be passed in its present form. 
It may be very reprehensible, but it is a 
fact that will have to be reckoned with. 
It is all very well to sneer, but the resolu- 
tion cannot be treated as an empty threat. 
These men are too deeply pledged to with 
draw ; and the spectacle of executing thou- 
sands of distraints on Nonconformists for 
rates which they refused to pay on conscien- 
tious grounds, and perhaps numerous im- 
prisonments where distraints failed, would 
not be very edifying. It has been truly 
said that this resolution of the Free 
Churches may be bad ethics, but from a 
political point of view it is very good tacties. 
The Goverament will be compelled to make 
some sort of a compromise. 

The Remount Inquir: 

‘The Court of Inquiry into the adminis- 
tration of the Army Remount Department 
during the war issted its report yesterday. 
It is on the whole a whitewashing report, 
and it has been anything but well received. 
In its concluding passage the commissioners 
declare that whilethey havenot spared their 
criticism on errors and failings they are of 
opinion that on the whole the Remount 
Department has come favourably out of a 
long and searching inquiry. Of course the 
anti-Government organs are_unsparing in 
their condenmation of the five Generals 
who present this report. More worthy of 
attention is the opinion of the “Times.” 
“If round pegs are put into square holes,” 
says that journal, ‘if stupid people are set 
to do work requiring brains, if untrained 
people are asked to perform duties requir- 
ing training, then the administration will be 
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bad, although in 
has done his best. 
an. incompetent 
stupid best should be superseded, even in 
‘moments of national crisis, by a competent 
person, is foreign to the whole scheme of 
military thought.” There is certainly a 
a good text on which to hang this sermon. 
It seems that Sir Evelyn Wood reported 
to the Minister for War that he did not 
consider General Trumane, the Inspector- 
General of Remounts, to be a man of ex- 
ceptional ability, but’ that he kept him in 
his position because he “found him in that 
position and believed he was doing work of 
unprecedented difficulty to the best of 
his powers.”

seem to have been appreciated. 


The Church Congress. 

The Church Congress is in session at 
Northampton, and its debates have 
been of exceptional interest. The subjects 
of warmest controversy have _ been 
Ritualism and the Confessional; but a 
matter of even greater importance to the 
Church is the attitude which it ought to 
adopt towards modern Biblical criticism. 
At a debate on this question yesterday, 
speaker after speaker urged the necessity 

recognising the results of scientific criti- 
cisin and acknowledging the impossibility of 
regarding the Old ‘Testament, at all events, 
in the same light that it was regarded fifty 

ears ago. As Professor Kirkpatrick put 
it, “ many students of the Old ‘Testament, 
probably a majority of them, have found it 
necessary to revise their’ views of its 
textual, literary, and historical character.” 
On the other hand, there are of course some 
who, like Prebendary Wace, “do not be- 
lieve that any conclusion has been 
established which seriously _ shakes 
the historical character of the Old 
Testament narratives.” The general 
effect of the discussion was to dis- 
close an immense general broadening of 
view on the part of the Church, 

Mr, Kensit. 

General sympathy has been evoked by 
tthe sad circumstances of the death of Mr. 
iKensit. How far his death, which was 
primarily due to pneumonia, may be 
attributed to the serious injury which 
ho sustained at Birkenhead ‘ast week,

Parliamentary Breakers Ahead. 
When Parliament  reassembles next 
week the most burning question of the 
day will undoubtedly be the fate of the 
Education Bill; as, according to Mr.

There has been a rumour afloat that the 
m who is doing his Bill would be withdrawn, but this the 


Colonial Minister absolutely denies. “No 
Government in the world (he said) could 
iatroduce a Bill of this importance and 
magnitude twice into the House of Com- 
mons and withdraw it for a second time 
without suffering so much in its credit 
and influence that it would no longer be 
worthy to represent the nation at home 
or in. tho face of foreign countries, and 
therefore if this Bill should be defeated, 
which I admit I do not think is possible, 
Dut if it should be defeated, it will mean 
the resignation of the Government.” Mr: 
Chamberlain, however, admits that in its 
present form the bill is by no means per- 
fect, and he last night courted discussion ; 
the meeting being in point of fact a com- 
ference which he himself had convened as 
President of the Birmi Liberal 
Unionist Association for that object. 


Defective Primary Education. 
Tt appears to be generally conceded by 
all who havo studied the subject—quite 
independently of its political beari 
that our system of primary education 
Tong since proved defective and needs re- 
organisation ; if therefore this Bill can be 
so amended as to make it acceptable to 
members of the established Church, Ro- 
man Catholics, Jows, Unitarians and mem- 
bers of minor nonconformist sects alike it 
will undoubtedly pass and an appeal to 
the country be avoided. So far as I can 
understand them the main objects of the 
Bill aro to do away with the present sys- 
tems of board and voluntary or denomina- 
tional schools, or rather amalgamate the 
two and so make the voluntary schools 
national ones, supported by rates. Tho 
present school board it is intended shall 
be superseded by 2 board of education, 
but the management of each district will 
bo. mainly entrusted to tho various 
Municipal authorities who will have 
power to levy rates for the purpose. How 
religious education is to be provided for 
appears to be one of the greatest stum- 
bling blocks at the present time. That 
children should receive it all aro agreed, 
but that it should be that of the Establish- 
ed Church only when tho school is attend- 
ed by members of perhaps some dozen 
different sects is naturally open to grave 
objection. Mr. Chamberlain suggests that 
“religious education shall in no wise be 
interfered with; let it bo left as it has 
been for the last thirty years, but whero 
a voluntary school is taken over by the 
board let the same religious instruction 
be carried on as was intended by tho 
managers or trustees who founded the 
school.” This seems reasonable, but it is 
doubtful if the nonconformists will 
agree to it, as they will argne that they 
are helping to pay for that school out of 
the rates; in fact the Baptist’ community 
under the guidance of Dr. Clifford threat 
en that they will decline to pay the rate 
unless the Teligious clause is settled to 
their satisfaction. 


An Objection to the Bill. 

‘As a woman it appears to me that tho 
Bill is open to objection on the ground 
that members of our sex will, if it passes, 
be shut out from co-operation in either 
the organisation or administration of 
education, as it is intended that all au- 
thority, or the greater part at least, shall 
be vested in the County and Bercngh 
Councils, which Councils cousis of men 
only. As the children under education 
are of both sexes, with a large preponder- 
ance of girls, it certainly appears as 
though it would bo advisable that women 
should find a place on these Councils. A 
meeting of women most interested in the 
subject has been convened and will be 
held in St. James's Hall on Monday even-

The Death of Emile Zola. 

The tragic death of M. Zola, which has 
occurred since I last wrote, appears to me 
to point an object lesson to those who 
love to shut up their sleeping apartments 
so closely as to avoid even the possibility. 
of a breath of fresh air; in this mater we 
in England have much to learn, but I 
think our French neighbours are even fur- 
ther in their infancy. I could not help 
feeling a little amused a few days ago 
when I made a remark, much to this 
effect, to a somewhat old-fashioned lady 
friend. She replied: “ Yes, it's much the 
game 2s the morning bath; a few years 
ago no one thought that necessary but 
now no one will take a house unless it has 
‘a bathroom—the mischief lies in begin: 
ning these things!” I concluced the had 
‘a house to let, minus a bathroom, but 
suggested the possibility thet we wero at 





last. ai to an elementary idea of 
the laws of hygiene, which remack fell upon 
barren ground. In reading the various 


biographical sketches of the life of Zola 
T could not help noticing how that one or 
more of the notices compared his work to 
that of our English Dickens. To mo it 
seems there could never be any compari- 
son between two men so utterly different. 
It is true that in L'Assommoir Zola drew 
graphic pictures of the deadly evils which 
accrue from drink, but has anything 
followed to mitigate the evil? Dickens 
exposed abuses in both public and private 
institutions, with the result that thoy 
have to a great extent been remedied; wo 
have but to look to our publio schools, our 
workhouses, and various industrial in- 
stitutions to see the result of his labours. 
Can M. Zola’s friends point a finger to any 
similar evils which have been redressed 
through his agency? I fear not. Ho was 
a clever writer, maybo a genitis, but not 
a reformer. 


A Lamentable Occurrence. 

Even those who had little sympathy 
with his aims and less with his methods 
will regret to hear of the death of Mr. 
John Kensit, which occurred in Liverpool 
Royal Infirmary last Wednesday morning. 
For the last four years his very name 
been tho terror of the Ritualistic Church- 
man, as no one knew “ whose turn would 
come next.” His death was cat 
pnoumonia, but his presence in the in- 
firmary was the result of an outrage. He 
was returning to the city after attending 
a meeting at Birkenhead, when he re- 
ceived a serious injury to one of his eyes 
through some one throwing a sharp piece 
of iron at him, he cought it just as it 
reached his eye and so mitigated the force 
of tho blow, which otherwise would La 
bably have proved instantly fatal. Hi: 
son, who ardently sympathises with his 
father’s crusade against Ritualism, was in 
prison “for causing an obstraction” at the 
time of the outrage, but by the permis- 
sion of the Home Secretary was allowed 
to visit his mother, and see his father’s 
body on Wednesday. It is generally ho} 
that he may have the remainder of hia 
three months’ sentence remitted. That he 
should pose as a religious martyr would 
‘be doubly unfortunate under the circum- 
stances. 


The Theatrical Event of the 
Autumn. 

“The Eternal City,” which I supposo 
we ought to consider the great theatrical 
event of the Autumn season, was produced 
Jast week with a great flourish of tram- 
pets, or to be more accurate, with specially 
composed music by the great Mascagni. 
T have read several criticisms in the lead- 
ing daily papers, and End they almost un- 
animously commence with a statement 
that the writer has not read the book and 
therefore cannot understand the plot 
(come add “if there is one”, but that is a 
detail). I have both read the book and

seen the play, but the conclusion I came 
to was that the plot, if so dignified a name 
could be afforded to such a side issue, was 
so trifling that it could easily be dispensed 
with. As is the case at Drury Lane, the 
piece consists of a series of beautiful pic 
tures, one of which alone (Roma’s studio 
with a view of the Coliseum in the dis- 
tance) is quite enough to repay a visit for 
‘those who care for such things. Those who 
prefer a good play to gorgeous scenery 
would do well to remain at home, for the 
play in this instance is but a poor affair. 
The “Times” calls it “a bustling poly- 
chromatic spectacle,” which is both true 
and funny. 

The outline of the book is closely fol- 
lowed. Roma is first seen in the Loggia 
of Baron Bonelli’s palace, and hears 
Rossi's denunciation of her as the Prime 
Minister’s mistress. She vows vengeance, 
but in the second scene learns that he is 
her old play-fellow “David Leone,” and 
beiny pat falls in love with him. How 
that he kills the Baron and then escapes, 
leaving Roma to announce that she did 
the deed, that when he is pursued he 
makes his way into the Pope's bedroom 
and demands sanctuary, and discovers in 
the Pope his long lost father, also that 
from this bedroom (Bonelli being dead) he 
emerges Prime Minister is well known to 
all who have read the book, but on the 
stage it appears even less probable than 
it did in print. 

Mr. Tree has in his modesty given the 
part of the hero, Rossi, to Mr. Robert 
‘Pabor, who gets everything that is possiblo 
out it. For himself he has reserved the 
wicked Minister Bonelli, and he makes of 
him a real Adelphi villain of true melo- 
dramatic type. I don't myself think this 
was the author's idea of Bonelli. Certain- 
ly Roma could never have listened to such 
a man’s vows'for an instant, but Mr. Tree 
evidently thinks differently. The part of 
Roma is assigned to Miss Constance Col- 
lier, and here again it seems to me a mis- 
take has been made. If a really bad 
woman with coarse instincts has to be 
portrayed, no one can do it better than 
‘Miss Collier. As a rough gypsy she is with- 
out an equal, but her voice entirely lacks 
tho pure melodious sweetness of the high- 
ly born lady, and where she should gain 
her effect by quiet intensity she shouts 
and is simply melodramatic. There are 
several ladies on the stago to-day whom 
one could imagine as perfect in the part 
(had the play been a good one), but I 
think Mr. Tree’s choice was a mistake. 
‘The most clever sketch in the entire cast 
was the Bruno of Mr. Lionel Brough, 
which was in all essentials ree

On the 25th of the 8th Moon (September 
26th, 1902) I received x communication 
from the Shanghai merchant’ guild to the 
effect that certain salt merchants “Ku 





Yoan-hsing, Chang Heng-ho. »nd Lo 
Heng-jing” sent m a petition as 
follows :— 


“Shanghai is the market for salt from 
Chékiang, being a great thriving place for 
commercial exchenge ; but with existing 
rules and regulations in the Settlemont, it 
is not eary to search for or to seize 
salt; for which reason the 
ing of salt yes on apace. 
“ Outaide of a fix-d amount consumed by 
the ketchup establishments, users of salt 
do not care to enquire where the salt comes 
fiom. This makes the establishments of 
‘salt posts practically afsree. Merchants by 
smuvgling make great profit for themelves 
and the revenue of the Empire dwindles. 
The salt tax being one of the great 
resources for paying the indemnity, if 
nothing i done to remedy the present 
state of affairs the silt merebants will be 
embarrassed and the revenue will beeoma 
an uncertainty (lit. hanging in the air) 
besides brinuing into the conflict the 
country’s and the individual’s interests, 
Moreover, smugglers only think of pro- 
fiting themselves, and if there is no one to 
look after these things, the smuggler 
continues at his pleasure to sell salt tlat is 
impure and bad for the health of the 
consumers. 

« According to the rules of the Imperi 
Maritime Customs, where smuggled salt is 
found on steamers cr sailing vessels the 
goods are seized and sent with a ewd to 
the “ Nangyang Kungtang,” for which a 
reward of five cash on every catty is 
prid. Smuvgled salt in the Settlements 
should be treated the same way. The re- 
quest is therefore made to the Taotai to 
devise measures for bringing about the 
desired end.” 

The xbove having come before me I 
find that with regard to the salt trade, the 
authorised salt merchants really suffer 
xreat, loss on account of the smuggling of 
salt; from which they ought to be saved by 
adopting the rules of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs for seizing smuggled salt 
and by making search at all times to seize 






























such goods. 

Besides sending instructions to the 
Mixed Court Magistrate in th International 
Settlements to send runners for making 
search and seizing all such and replying to 





the merchants guild, I write this t consult 
you in this matter, hoping that you the 
Hon, Sevior Con-ui will take note of this, 
and that you will instruct the pol-ce to 
assist in the sesrch for and the »pprehon. 
sion (of offenders) in furtherance of the 
salt trade.

‘Sm,—I have the honour to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of the 24th ultimo 
forwarding copy ofa letter received from 
the Shanghai Taotai on the subject of 
smuggled Salt in the Settlement and re- 
questing the Council to instruct the proper 
officers to devise, in connection with the 
Mixed Court. Magistrate, a plan by which 
Salt smuggling in the Settlement may be 
checked nnd wished. 

In reply, I have the honour to observe 
that from the Taotai’s despatch and from 
other recet correspondence addressed to 
the Council on this subject itis clear that 
the aim of the Chinese authovities is nob 
so much the suppressinn of the Salt smug- 
cling trade as the introduction into the 
Foreign Settlement of the Salt-likin ad- 
ministration, a proposal to which tho 
Council is entirely unable to assent. 

‘The prevention of smuggling from be- 
yond the limits of the Foreign Setilement 
is a matter outside the competence of this 
Municipality. Tho waterways lead'ng to 
Shanghai from the seaboard, as well »s the 
centres of Salt production are in the hands 
of the Chinese authorities and subject to 
their control: it is for those authorities 
to establish and maintain such supervis- 
ion and preventive servico as may b 
necessary for the protection of the revenues 
concerned. The fact is notorious that 
while the expenditure of the Salt Gabello 
on preventive work is out of all pro: ortion 
to the revenues of the monopoly, the 
wort is performed in a perfunctory man- 
ner which suggests official toleration of, if 
not connivance in, the Salt smugalers’ 
operations. It is not for the Municipal 
Counc of the Foreign Settlement, a 
locality admittedly free from all likin 
Jevies and other forms of native taxation, 
to devise means or to take st»ps 
to supnlement the inefficient work 
performed by the preventive Officers 
of the Salt Gabelle’s administration, 

‘The Council would suggest if the Pro- 
viucial authvrities are unable to devise 
means for checking Salt smuggling from 
the seaboard and in the ialand waterwnys, 
that the Commissioner of Customs is the 
proper authority to assist them, with advice 
in such a matter.

passes into the hands and control of the 
Municipality. Having due rogard to 
these considerations thé Council would 
suggest that your present proposals should 
be submitted at the next meeting of 
Ratepayers for discussion, and in the 
meanwhile the Council ’ considers it 
advisable that the Chinese Public School } 
undertaking should be proceeded with 
separately and under its original condi-

15th November. 

(1) With reference to the memorial of 
Kuei Héng, Manchu President of tho 
Board of Punishments, asking for sick 
leave and permission to resign his post, 
we hereby grant him one month's sick 
leave, during which the duties of his post 
vill bo administered by A K'é-tan (Man- 
chu). 

(2) Ordering ten sticks of largo 
‘Tibetan incense to bo sent to Wu Ch‘ung- 
hsi, Provincial Treasurer and acting 
Viceroy of Chibli, to burn before tho 
altars of the Dragon temples at the vil- 
lages of Lilionchuang and Kaokanghuang- 
ehuang, on tho of the Yungtingho 
river, as a mark of the gratitude of the 
‘Throne for the tranquillity of the waters 
of that river during the autumn.

This interchange of posts puts 
Chékiang in the raro position of having 
her chief officials all Manchus, namely, 
the Tartar General, Ch‘ang En; acting 
Governor, Ch’éng Hsun, and acting Trea- 
surer, Tuan To-pu.

to serid for the ex-Viceroy at once. The 
result of this undesired interview was 
the prompt sending of an urgent telegram 
to Shanghai which has been as promptly 
put effect to by the departure for the 
North this morning per China Merchants’ 
steamer Hsinfung of H.E. K'uei Chun 
and family. This, of course, must not be 
taken to mean that the very good-natured 
ex-Viceroy’s chance of another term in 
some, Iuerative Vieerovalty, or perhaps, 
the Presidency of either the Board of 
Rvenue or Civil Appointments has been 
lost. HE, will be sure to yet in the near 
future some such post, “ for,” as they say 
in Peking, “the glory and power of the 
present ruling family.” 


“Coming Events,” ete. 

There is a report in local mandarin 
circles to the effect that the Peking Cen- 
tral Government has recently hinted to 
Shéng Kzng-pno its intention to appoint 
Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai, in addition to 
his other duties, Director-General of the 
Iu-Han Railway. ‘This hint is said to 
have been given in order to enable Shéng 
‘Kung-pao to resign that post as from his 
own initiative, for tho sako of “saving 
his face.” When Shéng Kung-pao has 
@ono so, the report is that his great rival 
Chang Yen-mao, who is backed by his 
master Prince Chun—Chang Yen-mao, it 
is porhaps not well-known to our readers, 
is a hereditary slave of the family of the 
Prince—and also by the powerful Yung 
Lu, the Prince's father-in-law, will be 
given the Director-Generalship of the 
Lu-Han Railway. The thin edge of the 
wedge having thus been introduced ad- 
vantage, it is further reported, will be 
taken by Shéng’s opponents from the 
fact that a prominent Censor has recently 
most strongly denounced Shéng Kung-pao 
to the Throne, to also deprive the latter 
of his other numerous Director-General-

Squandering Imperial Funds. 
‘Whatever outsiders may feel with regard 
to the future ownership of the Manchurian 
provinces, the Manchus themselves seem 
to consider that there is nothing to be 
feared from the insidious Muscovite, and 
blind to the menacing movements of the 
Russians still continue to order the e: 
penditure of huge sums of money on the 
erfectly useless work of repairing the 
imperial Ancestral tombs and mausolea in 
the vicinity of Moukden from whence 











sprang the ancestors of the present 
occupants of the ‘Dragon’ Throne” of 
China. A Moukden dispateh now states 
that ‘Tséng Ch‘i, the Tartar General and 
quasi-Viceroy of Féngtien (Lower Man- 
churia) has reported to the Throne, that is 
tosay, the Empress Dowager, that he has 
spent all of the'Tls. 3,000,000 sent acoupleof 
years ago by her orders to him to repair 
the Imperial mausolea, etc., in question 
“which was sufficient only to repair about 
one-third of the work.” ‘The Tartar 
General now demands another ‘Tis. 
3,600,000, or more, to complete the task 
assigned him, declaring that his: hands 
are so bound by the Kussians that he finds 
it-impossible to raise any extra funds 
without the consent and assistance of his 
“masters.” Yet in spite of such a declara- 
tion, which should have made the cheeks 
of any loyal and patriotic official, with the 
least touch of feeling in him, to burn with 
shame to*acknowledge, and to his own 
sovereign last of all, the powers that be 
in Peking scorufully flout the idea that 
the land of their ancestors will ever be 
seized by such a friendly Power as the 
Government of the Czar and persist in 
squandering funds on useless work instead 
of applying the money in organising a 
modern armed and disciplined army to 
hold the land. 

A “Strike” at the Imperial N: 

yang College. 

Thero is considerable comment and a 
feeling almost akin to consternation in 
local mandarin circles owing to an incident 
which occurred on Saturday, the 15th 
inst., at the Imperial Nanyang College at 
Sicawei. It appears that many of tho 
students enjoyed reading a Reform news- 
Paper publisied in Singapore called tho 
“Hsin Min Ch'ung Pao,” or “News for 
Renorating the People,” edited by the 
well-known Reformer, Liang Ch‘i-chao, 
the principal disciple and follower of Kang 
Yii-wei. As a matter of fact this news- 
paper contains all up-to-date news, like 
all modern papers, and as a rule its lead- 
ing articles and comments are lively and 
most entertaining, while containing 
nothing seditious against the reignin; 
dynasty, as one would have supposed it 
would be, taking into consideration its 
‘The only thing that, would 
make the “Hsin Min Ch‘ung Pao” objec- 
tionablo to a Conservative is its advanced 
—to the ordinary bigoted native—ideas 
being made up much on the lines of the 
present day Japanese newspaper. The 
student readers of the “Hsin Min Ch‘ung 
Pho” liked it therefore for its “newsy 
and entertaining columns, but, on the 
other hand, becauso of its origin the paper 
was declared “taboo” by tho Conservative 
and Reactionary members of the College 
Faculty, who forbade the scholars in 
strong terms from purchasing the pape: 
‘This forced the students to read it sur- 
reptitiously, with the result that when 
discovered by the teachers they asked the 
President of the College to dismiss the 
culprits. At first this was unknown to 
the great majority of the students, but 
when the dismissed students went to the 
various dormitories to bid the rest of their 
College mates farowell they became most 
indignant and went in a body to the Pre- 
sident, Mr. Wang Féng-tsao, to ask for 
the remission of the punishment on the 
culprits. This being curtly refused, the 
students of the College, numbering nearly 
two hundred, resigned in a body and left 
tho institution. There was not the least 
disorderliness amongst them. The stu- 
dents simply collected their belongings 
and left the place.

It ig 
now stated from Peking that this has ob- 
tained the sanction of tho Throne and 
that it is reported that Chi Hung-chi, 
President of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, has been proposed as President of 
the new institution with Wu ‘Ting-fang, 
retiring Chinese Minister to the US., ag 
Vice-President. °

_it is reported from Peking that Ché 
Kuei-lung, Director-General’ of Grain 
Transport and tho Grand Canal, has me- 
morialised the Throne recommending the 
abolition of the post now held by him, 
owing to the transference of the carriago 
of the annual tribute rice to Peking 
through the Grand Canal from that water- 
way to the sea route. “But,” declared 
the memorialist, “in view of the restless- 
ness of a certain foreign Power in that 
part of the Empire, it will be dangerous to 
entirely abandon the region to the care 
merely of Taotais and prefects who have 
no military power in their hands to speak: 
of; hence it is strongly recommended that 
with the abolition of the Director-General- 
ship of Grain Transport, a high official, 
such as a Tartar General, should bo ap- 
pointed with headquarters in Lingching, 
Shantung and a strong force under his 
immediate command.” 


“To Assist the Emperor.” 

The “ Sinwenpao” has the following :— 
It is reported that Prince Chun ‘may 
probably cuter the Grand Council. . Tt 
Seems that in view of her advancing old 
age, the Empress Dowager is apprehensive. 
that she and tho Emperor may not bo 
able by-and-by to perform all the duties. 
incumbent on them and she thinks of ad- 
mitting the Emperor's younger brother 
as a probationary Grand Councillor to fit- 
him for the post of assistant to the Em- 
peror on some future day. There is a 
further rumour that the Empress Dowager 
had at first fixed upon tho enlightened 
Prince Su for tho high post, but that sho 
desisted owing to the strenuous and per- 
sistent refusal of that Prince.

satisfactory service would be established 
as a result of private enterprise. In 1898 
representations were made to all the lead- 
ing local upholsterers and carriage build- 
ers in this matter, but no favourable reply 
was received, and it only remained for the 
Council to do all in its power to limit the 
charges for funerals as much as possible 
so long as the Municipal Sexton was also 
the only general undertaker.

THE CEREMONIES AT 
NANKING. 


(Ros OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 





‘The saying of Mencius that “‘ weeping 
for the dead should be from real sorrow, 
and not because of the living” was brought 
home to one’s mind very forcibly when one 
saw, on every hand, the unmistakable signs 
of real grief exhibited by many on the 
occasion of the funeral ol juies of the 
late lamented Viceroy of the Liangkiang, 
HLE. Liu K‘un-yi. The remark a Chinese 
gentleman, who was well qualified to 
express an opinion on the subject, ad- 
dressed to me: ‘* You will see real sorrow 
and grief at the funeral of the late Viceroy, 
for he was respected and esteemed by his 
subordinates and all who had come into 
contact with him,” proved to be well 
founded, and amidst the magnificence and 
display of the funeral cortége, one could 
not but feel that in the great multitudes 
of people gathered together there was 
‘much real sorrow and grief at the death 
of the Viceroy, and this feeling, So, was 

ticipated in by the representatives of the 
ire georrtta hs met to pay their last 
respects to one who had done much to 
bring closer together the ties that bind the 
East and the West. 

‘Mencius, as we know, paid careful atten- 
tion to the funeral obsequies of his illus- 
trious mother. His extravagance on the 
occasion was criticised in the upper circles 
of society, and complaints were made to the 
Duke of Loo on the subject by reason of

illness hades Goosul- Generel Gootnos, made a 
short. 5 congratulating H.E. Chan, 
Chih-tung on hi vacceptation of the very 
important position of Viceroy of the Liang- 
Kiang. H-E. the Viceroy, in a few well- 
chosen words, expressed his thanks. 

It. is worthy of note in this con- 
nection that the Haean had been specially 
chartered to convey the Consular Body 
sad. other 39 sentatives 2 and from 
Shanghai, H.E. Chan; ih-tung payi 
all the expenses in connection with: the 
same. This arrangement was due, wo 
believe, to the energetic action of Mr. 
Ferguson, who also thoughtfully rented a 
place whence the foreign ladies and others 
could have a good view of the funeral pro- 
cession. Dr. et, it may be noted, 
was the only Shanghai representative of 
the United States consular service present. 

A few minutes before noon H.E. Chang 
Chih-tung returned the Admiral’s call at 
the British Consulate, and immediately 
afterwards visited the foreign Consuls at 
the Board of Foreign Affairs. This, as 
well as the previous receptions, was admir- 
ably arranged, and no hitch occurred to 
mar the proceedings in any way. 

At 5 p.m, still another reception was 
held by the Viceroy at the Military School, 
at which the Consuls, the Naval and Mili- 
tary offici members of the Chinese Im- 
perial Maritime Customs, representatives 
of the Shanghai Municipal Councils, and 
others from Shanghai, were present. Mr, 
Bayne, the Chairman of the Municij 
Council was not among those present, but 
Mr. Kinnear, the Vice-Chairman, acted as 
the representative of the Council, 








“‘the excellence of the coffin, the shell, the 
we-clothes, and the shroud.” It is pro- 
‘ble that these ancient malcontents would 
have found substantial cause for complaint 
if they could have seen the extraordinary 
and, in some respects, the unique splendour 
of the funeral procession of the late Viceroy. 
Saturday was cold and gloomy, at least in 
the earlier part of the day, but later on 
the sun managed to shine for a few 
moments. Although there was little to 
indicate that anything unusual was about to 
take place, yet many curions persons were 
walking round at an early hour, evidently 
bent on seeing all that was to be seen. ‘The 
British Consulate, an inconspicuous Chinese 
residence, was the spot to which many 
persons wended their way. It is admirably 
situated for such an occasion as the present 
one, being quite close to the yamén 
‘occupied by the late Viceroy, and not very 
far away from the residence of H. E. 
Chang Chih-tung. The excellent road 
suggested by the late Viceroy, and executed 
by the present Viceroy, some seven or eight i 
ears ago, when he was Acting-Viceroy of 
the Liangkiang, makes access to the Con- 
sulate by carriage or ricsha very easy. The 
whole length of this road on both sides is 
planted with willow trees which must afford 
a very grateful shade in the summer. 

‘The official receptions commenced at 9 
am., when the captains of the following 
foreign men-of-war were received in audi- | 
ence by the Viceroy at his yamén: 
Austrian, Kaiser Karl VI; American, | 
Helena ;’ French, Pascal and Décidée ;! 
German, Hansa and Seesdler ; Japanese, 
Tdzumi ; Italian, Lombardia ; and British, 
‘Alacrity, Eclipse, Rosario, and Bramble, 

‘This reception was immediately followed 
by another, when the British Vice- 
Admiral, Sir Cyprian Bridge, together 
with his staff, was received in audience 
by the Viceroy at the same place, 
mpanied by Acting Consul-General 

ield_of Shanghai, and Acting Consul 
‘Wilkinson, of Nanking. This was followed 
by a reception of the Shanghai Consular 
Body, all of whom were present with the | 
exception of Consul-General Goodnow, | 
who was detained in Shanghai through 
indisposition, the Rustin and Danish | 
Consuls, and the Swedish Consul-General. | 








At 6 p.m. a grand banquet was given by 
HE. Chang Chih-tung at which 79 guests 
(nearly all’ of whom’ were non-Chinese) 
were present. The Viceroy sat at the 
centre of the table, Vice-Admiral Sir 
Cyprian Bridge occupied, the placa of 
honour on his right hend, and the 
German Consul-General, Dr. Knappe, 
occupied the other seat of honour. 
At one end of the table was seated the 
Provincial Treasurer (Fantai) with Consuls 
seated on either hand. At the other end 
of the table the Shanghai Taotai presided, 
having on his right and left hands! the for. 
eign military commanders. ‘The Viceroy’s 
interpreter, Mr. Liang, sat opposite tho 
Viceroy and interpreted for him. Mr. 
Bredon sat on his right and Mr. Hippisloy 
on his left hand, During the banquet, 
which lasted about three hours, H. E. tho 
Viceroy made a, short speech in which he 
welcomed his guests and called on them to 
drink to the health of their Majesties the 
Empress-Dowager and the Emperor. Ho 
next proposed the health of the foreign 
Sovereigns and Rulers of the various 
countries represented, and concluded by 
proposing the health of all the foreigners 
present. Admiral Bridge replied, thanking 
the Viceroy for his good wishea, 

During the progress of the banquet H. E. 
the Viceroy ceprssed, a desire to have the 
company photographed, for which purpose a 
photographer had’ been in attendance for 
some time. However, the photographer 
had to confess his inability to take the 
photographs without the aid of the sun, 
the services of which luminary even, 
the powerful Viceroy of the Liangkiang 
could not secure at 8 p.m. 

On the conclusion of the banquet at 
half past nine o'clock, H.E. the Viceroy 
inspected the students of the Military 
College who were drawn up outside under 
the command of their two Gorman in- 
structors. This brought to @ conclusion 
an interesting and pleasant event. 

Great satisfaction was expressed on 
every’ side when, early on Sunday morn- 
ing, the blue’ sky visible indicated 
that a fine day was to be expected. It 
was considerably warmer too than 
it had been on tho preceding day, a fact 
which was, no doubt, highly appreciated 
by the patient crowds who were waiting

to see procession pass. 
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The proceedings were opened by tho 
foreigners assembling at 9.30 a.m. at the 
late Viceroy’s Yamén, where his adopted 
son was introduced to them by the Shang- 
hai Taotai and Mr. Ferguson. He kotow- 
‘ed before his visitors as an expression of 
his grief, after which Mr. Ferguson, in his 
behalf, spoke a few words of thanks. 

‘The procession started about 10 o'clock, 
and although in some respects exceedingly 
‘imposing, it was not, from other points of 
view, equal to the funeral processions of 
wealthy men not infrequently seen in 
Shanghai. This may be an indication of 
the great progress of Shanghai as compar- 
ed with the inland cities of China. The 
sixty or more magnificent “ Wan Sui San” 
(honorific umbrellas) made a magnificent 
spectacle, and they were viewed with great 
delight and appreciation by the enormous 
crowds of Chinese who lined th» route of 
the procession. The coffin, which was im- 
mediately preceded by the late Viceroy’s 
green sedan chair, in which was placed 
one of his photographs, was a very magni- 
ficent one, borne by 64 bearers. Beauti- 
fully-carved dragons were on either side, 
‘and tho embellishments were of the rich- 
est and most beautiful description. As 
tho procession slowly wended its way 
through the dense masses of people, the 
minute guns of the foreign men-of-war 
were fired. The gigantic figuro of a 
stork (emblematic of life) placed on the 
coffin was viewed with evident delight and 
admiration by the Chinese. Other notice- 
able features of the procession were the 
honorary tablets, presented by tho pro- 
sent Viceroy ; the sedan chairs containing 
tho official robes of the deceased, carried 
by boys dressed in white: other chairs in 
which were the female relatives and close 
personal friends of the deceased Viceroy : 
the red, green and white chair in which 
was cartied a large photograph of the dead. 
man; and last, but not least, the very 
many officials, both in office and expectant, 
dressed in robes of mourning, who preced- 
‘ed the coffin on foot 

From a 5) lar point of view, how- 
ever, undoubtedly the palm must be given 
to the foreigners—military, naval, offi- 
cial, and civilian—who, about 90 in num- 
ber dressed in their’ official costumes, 
many of them wearing numerous decora- 
tions and orders, made a most imposing 
and unique spectacle as far as the gaping 
crowds of Chinese were concerned. Many: 
gameras were in requisition, and the Con- 
sular Body most obligingly stopped for a 
fow moments in order that they might be 
photographed by the ladies and other. 
Photographie experts. 

LE. Chang Chih-tung who was in at 
tendance at the yamén for about an hour 
before the procession started, did not take 
part in it but went to the boat that was 
to convey the remains of the late Viceroy 
to Hunan, to await the arrival of the 
coffins 

‘At the Hansi Gato the foreigners left 
the procession which continued on its way 
through the native city, the enormous 
crowds which filled the streets necessarily 
making its progress a very slow one. The 
demeanour of the Chinese was as friendly 
as could be wished, and as far as we could 
ascertain nothing of an untoward nature 
happened throughout the day. One in- 
teresting incident noticed was that a num- 
bers of beggars had taken possession of 
an entire street, where they were all 
burning incense, for the benefit of the late 
Viceroy, we presume. 

‘The following is the order in which the 
foreigners walk 

The Provincial Treasurer, Provincial 
Council, Shanghai Taotsi, Mr. Ferguson, 
Dr. Knappe, Senior Consul, and Mr. 
Siffert, Belgian Consul-General, follow- 
ed by tho Shanghai Consular Body, 
‘Mr. Martin, Senior Consul at Nan- 
icing with tho other Consular representa 
tives Nanking. Deputy Inspector- 











General R. E. Bredon and Mr. Hip- 
pisley with other civilian representatives. 
Naval and Military officers, at the rear of 
whom were Vice-Admiral Bridge and Capt. 
Paachen of the Hansa, who were the near- 
est to the coffin Tho foreigners accom- 
panied the procession for nearly half-a- 
mile, LE. the Provincial Treasurer cor- 
dially thanking them prior to their leay- 
ing it. 

‘At 3 p.m. the representatives from 
Shanghai left on their return journey on 
the Haean, thus bringing, to a conclusion, 
as far as they were concerned, a long-to-be 
remembered and memorable historic epi- 
sode in the annals of the Chinese Empire. 





AN HOUR WITH 
CHANG CHIH-TUNG. 


‘Bankow, 18th November. 

On the 11th ult. I received an intimation 
through our Consu!-General, E. H. Fraser, 
Esq... that H. E, Chang Chih-tung would be 
glad to see me before leaving for Nanking 
I replied that it would give me much 
pleasure to call on . if he could 
make. it convenient to grant me an inter- 
‘view on either the 13th or 14th; these being 
the only days at my command before starting 
‘on a missionary journey in the district of 
Haangpi. Two ‘lays Inter T received a let- 
ter from Mr. Fraser. informing me that the 
Viceroy would like to see me on the 14th at 
9.30 a.m. 

Oa my arrival the gates of the yamén 
were thrown wide open. and I was received 
be Mr. Liang, the Viceroy’s interpreter. 
Having arrived thirty minutes before the 
time appointed I had a very interesting 
chat with Mr. Liang about the Viceroy and 
his movements. Mr. Liang is a Cantonese, 
and has been with the Vicerov for many 
years, He is a gord English scholar, v-ry 
intelligent. and 2 perfect gentleman in his 
bearing. He evidently has the respect and 
confidence of the Viceroy, and the Viceroy 
through him is kept well posted in all mxt- 
ters connected with the outer world. Puno 
tually to the minute the great Viceroy 
made bis appearance, and gave mea very 
hearty welcome. Though desiring to see 
HL E. for some years. I had made up my 
mind never to sak for an interview. Others 
had applied for the honour, and had been 
told that the Viceroy was very busy or 
somewhat indisposed. Personally T have & 
decided objection to being snubbed, so I 
thought it best to ran no risk 

‘When the Viceroy came forward to 
greet me, I found it dificult to realis> the 
fact that I was standing in the presence of 
China’s greatest Viceroy and most famous 
men. Since the death of Liu K‘un-yi 
Chang Chib-tung has been stending with- 
out a rival among the statesmen of 
China. Which of ‘these two men was 
tthem sll“in ‘all? In 

officials I have once 
and again put this question, and the reply 
invariably has been # iu Kenn 
a great man. and a great statesmal 
but Chang Chih-tung is fer in both 
respects.” Last year, at Hengchou. I was 
invited hy the Tantai toa feast, at which 
the Prefect and other officials were present. 
The conversation turned on the relative 
merits of China’s great statesmen. I was 
asked my oninion. and T gave my verdict 
in favour of Lia K‘un-yi and Chang Chib- 
tung. “Yes, you are right,” said the 
coldest and wisest man among the guests. 
“but you must reverse the order, not Liu 
K‘un-yi and Chang Chib-tung, but Chang 
Chih-tang and Liu K'un-yi. But for Chang 
Chih-tung, China. would: bere gone. to 
pon during the Boxer trouble. Liu 

“an-yi, Tuan Fang, and others did well, 
but Chang Chih-tung was the ruling spirit. 
and it was his strong will thet carried 
























he was right. The service rendered by 
| Chang Chih-tung to China and to foreign 
| interests in China, in the year 1900, has 
given him 3 title to the gratitude and 
admiration not only of China, but of the 
whole civilised world. 

It did not take me two minutes to feel 
perfectly at ease with Chang Chih-tung. 
Tn his appearance there is nothing impos- 
ing about H. E. He isa short spare man, 
ery plainly dressed and severely simple 
in his habits, The one conspicuous thing 
about him is his fine head. His is a large 
head on a small body. Idoubt if there is 
ano'her head in China so full of Chinese 
iore, or so full of schemes for the benmfit 
of his people. Ia mavner | found him 
very affable, very ready to talk, and equally 
ready to listen. 

Be told me that my name was quite 
familiar to him, and that he had desired 
to see me for a longtime. He referred 
to his book “Lenrn,” and thank- 
ed me for the kind words I had writ- 
ten about the book and its author in the 
introduction. He seemed pleased to hear 
what I had to say about the world-wide 
fame of the book, though, of course, he 
assured me once and again that he dare not 
ac-ept the honour thus thrast upon him.

‘on missionary matters. He expressed 
himself freely on several points of 
interest, and seemed anxious to have 
my opinions on the same.

I endeavoured 
to place the principles and policy of the 
Protestant Church in China before him in 
‘ax clear a light ax pssible, and he expressed 
himself as perfectly sal He went 
farther and said that, so far as he knew, we 
had always acted oa these principles at this 
centre. There is one thing, however, thit 
puzzles the Viceroy : he cannot understand 
why the Protestant Church should be 
divided up into so many sections. He has 
been told that they are essentially one, 
but he cannot understand why, being 
essentially one, they should have so many 
names. He particularly wanted to know 
why one of the sections called itself “Chin- 
li-hui,” the Dipping Sect. When the Bap- 
tists’ mode of baptising was explained, he 
smiled, and gave it as his opinion that the 
mole was not a very convenient one. 
Whilst the Viceroy seems to have real 
respect for Protestuntism »8 a church, he is 
inclined, I think, to regard the sects as 
superfluous and troublesome excreacences.

‘The June Canton Missionary Conference 
have secured a boon, not only for all Mis- 
sionaries, but also for all intelligent na- 
tives, in obtaining from tho Chinese Gor- 
ernment the concession that all native 
books shall go in and out of the Treaty 
Ports free of duty. It has long been felt 
that the Customs dues on natire books 
were detrimental to the progress of edu- 
gation, especially as many of these native 
books had to be shipped from one port to 
another in China. It is true, according 
to the old rules, when books were sent 
from Canton to Shanghai, if the vouchers 
were forarded proving that Customs had 
already been paid, one half of the fuil 
demand was rebated in Shanghai. But 
the whole system was hard, cumbersome, 
and antiquated. The resolution passed 
at tho Conference was forwarded to the 
vorious Conmuls in Canton. The British 
Consul-General transmitted his copy to 
Sir James aM kay, K.C.LE.. but does not 
appear to lave expressed either approval 
or disapproval. The American Consul 
sent his copy to the U. S. Minister at 
Peking, and strongly supported it. Mr. 
Conger et once brought the matter before 
Prince Ching, who promptly conceded 
the requested favour. ‘The answer of the 
Chinese minister is perhaps a little vague.

Chinese and the w OF course “ Your 
Own Correspondent” will have put your 
readers in possession of most of the facts 
as already known.

At Wongsha, in the western sub- 
urbs, a small office has been erected, 








and is to be known henceforth as “The 
Office of thd Canton-Hanicow railway.” 
But important decisions have, in China, 
been made in very insignificant buildings, 
provided that the flags aro in evidestec, 
50 we need not be much concerned about 
the unpretentiousness of the building. 
‘According to report, many of the people 
regard with no great favour this pro- 

innovation. Nor need we wonder. 
Rich paddy land, that can ill be spared, 
will be demanded from its owners, and a 
large number of tho boat population, if 
the railway becomes a success, will be 


thrown out of employ. Still such things | 


‘as these must be expected, and arranged 
for. It is generally thought that the 
line will pass northwards, passing through 
Shiuchao, which was formerly the great 
centro for the distribution of tea, to the 
south, which was brought thither by 
coolies over the Muiling mountains. 
‘There will be considerable work before 
the engineers, for there will be some 
mountains to bo tunnelled or surmount- 
ed, and therefore some years must elapse 
defore the task is finished, even though 
the requisite capital was already sub- 
scribed, and the work begun in real earn- 
est. It is believed, by some, that the 
railway will dislocate, to a considerable 
extent, the present coast trade, as well 
as the trade of Shanghai and the Yang- 
tze. It is believed that much of tho mer- 
chandise, now carried by the coasting 
steamers, which has to be reshipped at 
‘Shanghai, and forwarded up the “ Ocean's 
Son,” will then be transmitted by rai 

How far this will be so only experience 
can decide. In the delta itself the rail- 
way will have to compete with cheap 
steam launches, and it is doubtful if a 
railway company can ever charge rates 
so low as to do this and nay a dividend. 
It is believed, of course, that the railwar 
will lead to a solid increase in the volume 
of trade, and so justify the faith of its 

ymoters.

always been thrown in the way of ad- 


vance, when European inventions and 
improvements have been introduced into 
China, may also be expected when 
serious attempts are made to introduce 
mn enlightened and progressive education. 
is after all is only natural, and 
corresponding examples of the same sort 
of things can be found in the history of 
the West. The Buddhist and Taoist 
priesthood on the one hand, and the gen- 
try on the other, have little to gain, but 
much to lose from an advanced’ and 
liberal education. It would appear as if 
the initial difficulties in the way of higher 
education are being surmounted in 
Shansi and Chihli. Probably tho painful 
lessons which the ruling classes wern 
compelied to lear two years ago have 
not been forgotten, and have left. painful 
reflections. One reads of the successful 
efforts of Dr. T. Richard, and rejoices in 
the probabilities which he and his friends 
cherish. Here in Canton however thy 
clock has been put back. We are far 
| from the capital and remote from the war 
throbs of 1900, and the literati almost 
look upon the Two Kuang as independent 
of the rest of China, and think that they 
ean proceed safely and more comfortably 
along the old ruts. At any rate, whilst 
rumours have for some time been rife, 
that Iu Tsik-shan, the Superintendent of 
the college in Canton, has been leaning 
too emphatically towards modern studies 
to please a lot of the powerful local 
magnates here, the native Press now 
announces that he has resigned, and that 
his resignation has been accepted by tho 
Viceroy. As is well known, the collego 
has long had a resolute and powerful 
enemy in the person of Hung Ka-u, who 
is opposed to all divergence from tho old 
paths. When he attacked the collego 
curriculum some months ago, H.B. Mo 
Mo threw the weight of his powerful in- 
fluence in favour of the progressive party. 
Now, for some reason, he has changed his 
attftude. Of course this set-back can 
only be temporary. Still it shows how 
much difficulty must be encountered, or 
may be encountered, when things aro 
looking at their brightest. Therefore 
since this is so, those who are working 
for the advancement of China must not 
expect anything else. Meanwhile tho 
Kadoorie school is an accomplished fact, 
and there is a movement on foot to 
establish a High School for girls. 
Abandonment to kites, cakes, and 
moonlight revels has lately been tho 
great delight of the Celestial—both young, 
and old. The moon of middle-autumn 
has again come in for her share of hon- 
Jour, and if at any time there were on th 
part of a European a desire to wors! 
the moon, such a desire would be intensi- 
fied by the soft splendour of the queen 
of night of the eighth moon. She coin- 
cides with the harvest moon of the West, 
and is therefore worthy of special honour. 
Canton, at this festival of mid-autumn, 
| if the weather is fine, affords a picturesquo 
scene, for over the mighty sweep of 
roofs, innumerable lighted lanterns make 
the outlook appear very attractive. But 
after all, in the country villages, and in 
| the courtyards of mountain monasteries, 
|the people find themselves most free to 
{enjoy the hour. In the villages the sim- 
ple folk arrange a sumptuous meal in the 
[open air, under tho banyan, through 
{whose boughs tho moonbeams glint. I 
was once staying at a mountain monas- 
tery, 4,000 feet abore tho sea, during 
j this mid-autumn feast. It was a peerless 
| ‘afternoon. Many Chineso visitors had 
{climbed the mountain during the day.” 
| As evening drew on, the entire company 
wended its way to the highest peak. In 
the West the great red sun, not yet set, 
shone on ‘us: In the East the pale full 
mcon crept up into vision—a thing of 
| beauty. ‘The crowd of Chinese, compri- 
sing men of education and apparent 
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wealth, made their obeisance to both. | 


Large masses of paper were burnt and 
flung over into the darkling depths be- 
neath. Lastly bundles of crackers were 
let off. Then the most devoted prepared 
their mats under a rude kind of tent, and 
prepared to pass tho night there. To 
them it was a solemn act of worship. 
When I returned to the monastery I 
found that the monks had arranged a 
vegetable feast in the yard, under a 
cloudless sky, and not unwilling, I was 
invited to join tho fraternity. It was a 
sceno that cannot be forgotten. Well, 
in some feoble way the Chinese of Canton 
and Hongkong havo lately been trying 
to imagine themselves in the country, 
and have been honouring the moon in 
this by no means unpleasant fashion. 
No doubt these times of relaxation have 
‘a great fascination for those whose life is 
so sordid, and the tasty evening meal 
Tends @ charm to the hour which can bo 
appreciated only by those whose general 
food is rice, melons, and fish of uncertain

THE SIBERIAN MAIL.

In what degree is the new Siberian rail- 
yay going to affect the mail service be- 
tween China and Europe? ‘This is a ques- 
tion in which Shanghai is much inte-ested 
at present, and to gain some information 
fon the stibject a ropresentative of the 
“North-China Daily News” called on Mr. 
©. N. Ispolatoif, the Russian postmaster, 
on Thursday. Statements had been in eircu- 
lation that letters sent from Chefoo had 
reached London by this route in a little 
‘over three weeks, and what was wished 
to be known was whether, if this was 
correct, the same facilities were open to 
Shanghai. 

‘Mr. Ispolatoff guarded himself at the 
outset by the remark that the service was 
not yet formally established and therefore 
the delivery of letters to any particular date 
could not be guaranteed. But, we learned, 
it is quite possible to forward letters 
from Shanghai by this route, indeed a good 
many have already been posted for transit 
inthis way. ‘The difficulty at present is that 
there is no Russian line of mail steamers 
between Shanghai and Port Arthur more 
frequently than three times a month, and 
the letter bags hav to go byordinary freight 
steamers, whose departure “and arrival 
at fixed times is not compulsory. In the 
ordinary way there is a steamer from 
Shanghai to Chefoo four times a week, and 
from Chefoo into Port Arthur once every 
day. A letter, therefore, if posted any 
day in the week at Shanghai might be 
expected to be dispatched to Chefoo at 
latest on the next day. The voyac» to 
Chefoo occupies two days more, and allow- 
{ng another day for the mail to reach Port 
RSihur, the Bussian terminus would be 
reached at the most in four days. Since 
the mail is as yet, a tri-weekly one 
only, it might happen that another day 
would be lost at Port Arthur, ‘bringing 
the total to five to that point. Overlanc 
to St. Petersburg occupies at most 20 days, 
and adding five more to reach London 
the time expended should be, at the 
outside, 30 days. In many cases it may 
be less than that, or again from exceptional 
causes the period may be longer. 

‘Until the mail has been completely 
organised, letters for the Siberian route 
must be posted at the Russian Post 
Office, 7, Quinsan Gardens, and bear 
the 10-kopek stamp, which is sold 
at 8 cents. For that sum any weight up 
to 16 grammes can be sent. Postcards cost 
4 cents, newspapers 2 cents for 402. and 3 
cents for 100 grammes ; samples 3 cents for 
50 grammes; and 4 cents for 100 grammes; 

registration 8 cents. To non-union 
countries the rates are twice these. It 











will be seen, therefore, that to union coun- 
tries the postage is just double what it is 
by the ordinary routes, and while this 
continues to be the case and the element of 
uncertainty remains, it is hardly likely 
that business men will make extensive use 
of the service, except perhaps to Russia or 
Germany, whero there is a prospect of a 
considerable saving of time.

‘The Dai-ichi Ginko in 1900 received a 
deposit of 3,000 yen which will remain 
fixed for 250 years from Mr. Goichi Abe, 
dealer in coal and coke at No. 4, Minami 
Shimboricho  Nichome, — Kyobeshi 
Tokio. The bank has contracted to pay 
the sum of 1,208,411,179 yen at the end 
‘of 250 years dating from 1900, inclusive 
‘The father of the depositor was 2 ri 
iman, and he himself was an iceboy, some 
twenty years ago. Then his mother was 
seriously ill, and three days before her 
death she said that she would like to eat 
soba, which isa cheap dish but a luxury 
for the 
old, purchased some soba with the money 
he had got from the sale of ice, and was 
carrying it home when he was encountered 
by his father. He and his mother were 
then scolded for their luxuriousness. His 
mother died, and he was employed as an 
errand boy for the next six years by twelve 
different masters. Meanwhile tho father 
and the son did not know of each otier's 
whereabouts.

LAYING THE PACIFIC. 
CABL

‘Tux British cable steamer Colonia, which 
sailed from Bamfield Creck, Vancouver Is- 
land, Sept. 17, to lay the 3,540 miles of 
British cable to Fanning Island, will com- 
plete her work on Sunday, according to 
present indications. Up to last Monday 
the steamer had laid 2,130 miles of the cable 
without a fault and without stoppage and 
had good weather according to flashes 
of the little light at the Bamfield Creek 
building, which flashed in the Morse as the 
operators on the steamer sent the news. 
The cable engineers are in constant com- 
munication with the Colonia. On Saturday 
last the steamer had put over 1,711 miles of 
cable, and was then in latitude 27.25 north, 
longitude 145.24 west. She had thus made 
424 miles in the next two days, and with a 
continuation of good weather and without 
stoppage for faults, which are not expected 
to be found, the work will conclude on 
Sunday. The Colonia will then he relieved 
by the steamer Anglia, which will lay the 
175-mile section connecting with Fannin: 
Island station, after which she will proce 
to Silverton, where she will load the second 
stretch of the United States cable to be laid 
from Honolulu to Guam. The steamer 
Silverton is now on her way to San 
Fraticisco with the first section for tho

San Francisco-Honolulu stretch, and the 
steamer Anglia will lay the Gvam-Manila 
section. She will proceed to the Thames 
for that cable after laying the line 
from Fanning Island to Suva, which com- 
pletes the British Pacific cable.—Portland

MANCEURIAN FLOUR.

A committee of the local board of trade 
gives some sletsils of the Manchurian fl ur 
market. Wheat in Manchuria sells at 2 
to 30 kopecks (12.8 to 15.4 cents) per pood 
(36.112 pounds). "One pond of wheat yields 
67 per cent of flour of the first quality. 
The flour costs in Maschuria about 45 
Kopecks (23 cents) and freight 35 kopecks 
(8 cents) pec pood—total, 89 kopecks (4 
cents), delivered at this market. Rus 
wheat costs from 8) to85 kopecks (4l to 
43.7 cents) per pood, and the best flour from 
this would cost not less than 1.30 roubles 
(67 cents) per pood; hence, Manchurian 
flour is cheaper than Russian wheat. 

There are twelve private st-am flour mills 
in the South Ussuri district, besides a num- 
ber operated by wwter. ‘The largest one 
cost 310.000 roubles ($154,500). It is sitnat- 
ed at Nikolsk-Ussurisk and hss an estimated 
capacity of 1,800,000 pools (65,001,600 
pounds) annually.’ The other eleven are 
also worked by steam; estimated capacity, 
000 pods (21,667,200 pounds) yearly 
Five are situsted at Nikolsk; six ia different 
patis of the district. 

At Harbin there are two steam flour mills 
at work. The Chinese Kastern Railroad 
Company paid 150,000 roubles (875,250) 
for one. One mill has a capacity of 3,500 
pords (126,392 pounds) dwily ; it is proposed 
to raise this to 7.000 poods (252,784 pounds), 
and to open n macaroni depar'ment The 
other mill, with a cxpacity of 600 poods 
(21,667 pounds) daily, belongs to a com- 
peny which has been erney it for two 
yenrs, Its expacity is also to be increased. 
New engines and modern appliances are 
ordered, Both mills are excellently situated 
‘on the banks of the Soongaree, a short dist- 
ance from the railroad. It is predicted 
that the output of these mills will drive out 
American flour, and will soon supply th» 
entire commissary department. 

‘The Chinese merchants sell American 
flour cheaper than do the Siberian mer- 
chants. The explanation given is that a 
bag of flour is supposed to weigh 54 to 55 
pounds, but the\Chinese merchants are said 
to deliver only 50 pounds to the bag.

Saw Hve-kee v. Harvie and Tomas 

Mr. A. Bidoulac, barrister-at-law, was 
for the plaintiffs, and Mr. Dancan McNeill, 
barrister-at-law, for the defendants. 

‘The plaintiffs in the particulars annexed 
to their petition said :— 

1.—On the 30th March, 1900, the plain- 
tiff bought from the defendants 2 cases 
galates stripes, of the total value of Taels 
163.14. 

2.—On the 28th September, 1900, (5th 
day, 8th moon 26th year, Chinese calendar), 
the plaintiff at the request of the defend- 
ants paid to them Tels 22 as margin 
money for the said goods. 

3.—On the 24th November, 1900 (Srd 
day, 10th moon, year, Chinese 
calendar), the plaintiff paid to the defend- 
ants the full amount of the price of the 
said goods, namoly Toels 163.14, and 
received delivery of the said. 

4.—The defendants have not repaid to 
the plaintiff the margin money, Taels 22. 

Harry the 10th January, 1900, the 
plaintiff bought from the defendants 4 
cases flannelettes of the total value of 
Taels 546.42. 

6.—On the 7th November, 1900 (16th 
day, 9th moon, 26th year, Chinese calen- 
dar), the plaintiff paid ‘to the defend- 
ants Taels 100, and received delivery 
of one case of the said goods. 

7.—On the 12th December, 1900 (2ist 
day, 10th moon, 26th year Chinese calendar), 
the plaintiff paid to the defendants Tls. 100 
and received delivery of another case of the 
said goods. 

8,—On the 13th December, 1900 (22nd 
day, 10th moon, 26th year, Chinese calendar), 
the plaintiff e to the defendants, at their 
request, Tls.75 as margin for the said goods. 

9.—On the 12th July, 1901 (27th day, 
5th moon, 27th year, Chinese calendar), 
the plaintiff paid} to the defendants Tis. 
346.42, and received delivery of the remain- 
ing 2 cases of the said goods. 

0.—The defendants have not repsid to 
sintiff the margin money, Tis. 75. 
laintiff therefore claims Tis. 97 for 
money had and received. 

No answer was filed, but a letter 
indicating the line of defence had been 
sent to plaintiff's counsel, and was sub- 
mittedto the Court. Tt stated 


Paragraphs 3 and 4 of the petition are 
denied; except as regards the actual pay- 
ment of a sum of Tis. 22 to the defendants. 

As to the particulars :— 

1.—Sale of 2 cases by defendants for 
Tis. 163.14 is denied. There was no sale 
by defendants. Goods were ordered 
through defendants, and bill drawn on 
plaintiff for sterling price, viz. £22-8s. 

2.—At request of plaintiff the defo: 
dants requested Bank to extend his bill 
on usual terms, viz. TI. 1 per £1 margin 
this margin, Tis. 22, was paid by plaintiff 
to defendants and by them to Bank. 

3.—Defendants believe bill to have 
deen retired, but payment was not made 
through them. 

4. 




















5.—There was an order through defen- 
dants, not a sale by them, for a Tael price. 
‘The ‘bill was drawn on plaintiff for 
£66.11s. 

G—One caso was delivered by Bank 
against payment ofa round sum according 
to practice. 

7.—Same, 





8.—This is denied ; the bill was extend- 
ed first without margin at defendants’ 
request and on plaintiffs instructions. 
‘The defendants believe that it was sub- 
sequently extended by plaintiff and that 
plaintiff may have been required to Bey 
margin. No margin was rou; 
them; no sum of Tis. 75 was received by 
them in connection with the bill. 

9.—The defendants believe that the 
bill was retired and remaining cases de- 
livered. The bill should be produced. 

Mr. Bidoulac, in opening, remarked that 
this was a very small case as regarded the 
amount in dispute and one which would 
not ordinarily 
Lordship. But it was really more im- 
portant than would appear from the pleas 
put in because it arose from another case 
now pending in the Mixed Court, which 
dealé with a much larger amount. Ho 
(Mr. Bidoulac) had undertaken, at the 

yuest of the judges of the Mixed Court, 
to bring this action to solve a particular 
question which could not be brought there, 
because he was not allowed in the Mixed 
Court to bring a counter claim. He would 
stato very briefiy what the point really was. 

ip would seo there were two 
distinct causes of action. 

The judge.—Two contracts. 

Mr. Bidouiae eaidyes, In the first the 
total amount mentioned was. Tis. 163.14 
for the goods,but before plaintiff took 
delivery he was asked to pay up Tis. 22 
18 margin money, which he did 

His Worship—I have read-all that. 

Mr. Bidoulac, continuing, saidthe question 
as regarded that was whether defendants 
were responsible to plaintiff for Tis. 22. On 
the second contract there was a larger 

















amount to be paid, and he believed defend- 
sata would admit receipt of some of the 
payments made. As regarded the rest they 
said that plaintiff made a contract with the 
Bank and not with them. 

‘His Lordship—No answer has been filed 
to the petition. I think? 

Mr. McNeill—No answer has béen filed 
but my learned friend rather suggested 
that he proposed to move that defendants 
be called upon to file an answer. I there- 
upon undertook to indicate to my learned 
friend the line of defence, and he said 
that he would dispense with an answer. 
Perhaps the most convenient course will 
be for me to hand up the letter stating the 
line of defence. 

‘The letter reproduced above was accord- 
ingly handed in. 

. McNeill added that the whole case 
involved only about $100 and in his desire 
to save defendants more expense he had 
written this letter. His Lordship would 
see that it stated the defence. 

His Lordship—The only question I 
have to decide is with regard to the Tis. 
22 and Tis. 75 margin money. 

Mr. Bidoulac—Your Lordship will find 
that defendants do not deny the receipt 
of the Tis. 22. 

HisLordship—But they say they received 
it for another purpose. 

Mr. Bidoulac—Precisely ; and either on 
the 13th or 15th December, 1900, I under- 
stand they admit that they received the 
sum of Tls. 75. 

His Lordship—They. say that no such 
sum has been received in connection 
with this bill. 

Mr. Bidoulac—But they will admit they 
received it—on another account as they say. 

‘The Judge—Evidently this is a matter 
of account and I must narrow the question 
now before me down to as fine limits as 
possible... All you ask for is with regard 
to the Tis. 22and another sum of Tis 75, 
both said to be margin money. If the 
question had been a general one.— 

‘Mr. Bidoulac—I ought to state that this 
is an indirect attempt to get the question 
of liability on. these bills settled. 

The Judge—I am not going to deal 
with that.

Mr. Bidoulac, continuing his address, 
said he would confine himself to the 
two items montioned. He would like 
to mention the point raised by. the de- 
fence that they acted as commission 
agents and not as salesmen in regard to 
these items. But if they received the 
money from plaintiff and had not returned 
it, they should be called upon to do s0, 
more especially if they were acting as 
agents, as from his agents plaintiff had a 
right to expect the greatest amount of 
care and diligence; if they neglected 
plaintiff’s affairs they wereas responsible 
to him as if they had acted as merchants 
and retained money for goods not de- 
ivered. 


The plaintiff could not speak English, 
and while an interpreter was being 
brought, Mr. McNeill wished to clear up a 
point in respect of the Tls. 22. Defen- 
dants said that they had acted simply as 
agents and they would produce’ a copy of 
tho contract. Tho bill was drawn directly 
on the plaintiff, which seemed to show that 
the relations were between him and the 
Bank alone as principals. Defendants 
admitted that they received the Tls. 22 
and had not repaid it; they were not go- 
g to repay it as, when plaintiff found 
his bill on the bank was becoming due 
ho asked for an extension and. paid tho 
is. 22 as margin money that defendants 
might request tho bank to extend the 
time. 

‘Tho Judge—Then you say the Tis. 22 
was money paid to the bank to get the 
bill extended ? 

Mr. McNeill—That is what we say. 

Mr. Bidoulaco—But we say it is not a 
payment for an extension; it is margin 
‘money. 

‘The Judge—That is the issue, of course. 

Mr. Bidoulac—I never understood till 
this moment, that is what they were go- 
ing to contend. 

‘Mr. MeNoill—It is in my answor, 

Mr. Bidoulac contended that if the 
money was paid in the way he suggested it 
was the duty of defendants as agents to 
protect the interests of the plaintiff and 
seo that tho margin money was duly 
returned. That the money was not 
& payment in consideration of tho 
extension he could show by the 
bank's own memorandum, which was per- 
fectly clear. The trouble, as hie Lordship 
would know really arose from the fact that 
the Bank of China and Japan had ceased to 
exist. 

‘The Judge—I don’t see how I can know 
that, as have not heard of the Bank of 
China and Japan in connection with this 
case yet. 

Mr. Bidoulac said he had made enquiries 
and found that the bank, before it closed 
at the end of last ass settled up all these 
accounts. They did not take away a single 
bill and therefore defendants must have 
this money. He held a memorandum 
showing.the return of the margin money 
on several unpaid bills, and that showed 
that this money in dispute was not received 
in-payment for an extension of the bill, 
but was a sort of security, or margin 
money. 

‘The Judge, after looking at the memo- 
randum handed up by Mr. Bidoulao, said 
that the bank took the money to keep as a 
margin in the contract between them and 
plaintiff, It was not a margin on the con- 
tract price with defendants, but as between 
the bank and plaintiff, asa customer, in 
respect of the bill. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac did not agree and pointed 
to the date (12th of December), of the 
memorandum. The bank said they had been 
paid in full on this bill, but they retained 
the margin paid in as margin on some 
other bills of plaintiff. ‘The money. was 
simply a security given to the defendants 
‘their request and paid by them. to the 
bank, but they ought to have got it back 
for plaintiff, when he settled up, instead 
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of which asa matter of fact they kept | 
back the money. 

Mr. McNeill—What do_you mean’ by 
“<we kept the money?” You should have 
alleged that in your petition, if you mean 
to say that we have been guilty of fraud. 

Mr. Bidoulae—I don't see why we 
should be said to allege fraud, when we 
don't do so. The most we allege is 
negligence, not fraud. 

‘Phe plaintiff was called and sworn, He 
had bought, he said, four cases of Galatea 
stripes from defendants for the sum of 
£22.85, 

‘The contract for the purchase was 
handed up to his Lordship and admitted 
as an exhibit. 

‘Witness continued his evidence. He kept 
ageount books and produced them. Un 
the Sth day of the Sth moon of 26th year 
(28th Sept., 1900) he paid ‘Tis. 22. to the 
defendants as margin inoney on a bill, for 
the four eases of Galatea stripes. He sent 
his apprentice to Mr. Harvie with the 
money. It was not purchase money, but 
margin money asked for by Mr. Thomas. 
Under date of the 3rd day of the 10th 
moon in the same year, he had an entry of 
the payment of ‘Tis. 163.14 which was the 
price of two of the cases. ‘The Tis. 
margin money had never been returned to 
him, 

‘The Judge—But he said he paid the Ts 
22 because he did not take up the bill at 
the right time. 

‘Mir. Bidoulie—No, he was asked only to 
give margin money or secur 

‘The Judge—But who paid the interest ? 

Mr. Bidoulac—That was charged to him 
on the bills, You have the bills 
and will sce we have paid the interest. 
‘The Tis. 22 was security held by the bank 
against loss by the Dill. You will 
see they took the full amount of the bill 
and said they would keep the Tis. 22 for 
margin on other bills, instead of asking 
other security on those.” Now, although all 
the necounts have beon settled, witness says 
he has never received this amount again. 

‘Witness further stated that on the 22nd 
aay of the 10th moon in the year in ques. 
tion he paid defendant, Tis. ‘75 as margin 
‘on the second contract, Mr. Thomas asked 
for this money. A Chinese friend, who 



































spoke a little English, was present 
with witness at the time as interpreter. 
When the money had been paid witness 





asked for and obtained a godown order to 
receive the goods. ‘The ‘ls. 75 were sent 
to Harvie and’Thomas by an apprentice and 
were not sent to the bank. Witness did 
not yet delivery: of any of the goods 
under this bill, until after he had paid 
Tis. 100 more. Defendant, always arranged 
with the Bank for witness, who had no 
personal dealings with the Bank. 
‘The. interpreter was asked by Mr. 
MeNeill (cross-examining) to read the

Plaintiff (cross-examined) said he had 
many. transactions in  flannelette with 
defendants. In regard to the Galatea 
stripes which were valued in the petition at 
Tis’ 163.14, the value was fixed at the 
time the goods arrived. ‘The Dili drawn by 
plaintiff became due on 26th of November. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac remarked that the bill 
first became due on the 27th September 
and the time was extended to 26th Novem- 
bor. 

‘Mr. McNeill asked if, to save questions, 
Mr. Bidoulac would admit that the bill

‘Mr. Bidoulac—Oh yes. That is our case, 
that because we did not take up the bill at 
maturity we were asked to give some 
security, and we gave Tis. 22 

The bill was put in as a exhibit. 

Mr. Bidoulae also admitted that the bill 
for the flannelette was not taken up when 
due and said the same thing applied. It 
tras apparently due frst of all’ on the 13th 
September and extended till 12th Novem- 
ber. ‘There might have been previous 
extension as well. 

Witness repeated this statement in 
answer to the Judge and also said he asked 
Harvie and Thomas to arrange for the 
extension. 

‘The Iu ed whether the Tis. 75 
were paid when first asked for or whether 
the periment was put off. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac—It can't be because it 
was paid on 13th December. 

His Lordship—I don't understand. ‘The 
Dill was extended on the 12th November, 
and if the money was paid in con-:

‘Mr. Bidoulae—Your Lordship sees it 
was not paid in consideration of the exten- ' 
sion.

Mr. MeNeill pressed his question and 
witness replied ‘two months.” He did 
not ask for a further extension at the end 
of the two months, but paid Harvie and 
Thomas Tis. 100. He paid the whole bill 
in four instalments as follows: On the 
16th day of the 9th moon, 26th year, Tis. 
100; on the 20th day of’ the 10th moon, 
‘Tis. 100; on the 2ist day of the 10th 
moon, Tis. 100; and on the 26th day of 
the Sth inoon, 27th year, Tis. 246.16. 

‘Mr. McNeill pointed’ out that the peti- 
tion stated that on the 27th day, 5th moon, 
27th year, plaintiff paid defendants Tis.

plained that this was a 
fault in the petition due to a defective 
translation of plaintif’s books. ‘There 
were discrepancies between the statements 
made by plaintiff now and the terms of the 
petition. He admitted that his translation 
‘was unfortunately faulty. 

Mr. MeNeill—It is rather embarrassing 
to us. 

‘Mr. Bidoulne—My friend may comment 
on it, of course. 

Mr. McNeill—In consequence of that 
I shall discontinue to ask plaintiff ques- 
tions. 

Mr. Miau Chi-pi was called as a witness. 

Mr. McNeill objected that he could 
know nothing of what transpired at the 
interview between plaintiff and defendants.

Witness was sworn and stated that he 
was a friend of plaintiff and accompanied 
him to defendants’ office, where they saw 
Mr. Thomas.

‘The defendants only transmitted” their 
orders to manufacturers at home and never 
shipped goods themselves. Consequently 
there could be no sale on their part. Nor 
wore they parties to the bill, but when the 
bill became due, they did what they often 
did in similar cases for their customers, by 
asking, at the request of the drawer, ‘the 
bank to renew the bill. ‘The bank made a 
small charge at the rate of one tael 
per pound’ sterling, and the ls. 
represented their chatge for the renew 
of the bill for £22. That sum 
received by defendants, from plaintiff, 
was paid into the bank’ and retained by 
the bank It was not, in any sense, a 
part payment, as margin, for the goods 
but a consideration for the renewal of the 
Dill, instead of this being paid when due. 
‘The Tis. 75 were in the same position but 
the circumstances were just a little dif- 
ferent. This was also a bill drawn by tho 
plaintiff and not taken up when due. Ono 
of tho principal contentions of tho plain- 
tiffs (the defendants in this case) inthe 
Mixed Court case, was that inasmuch 
the defendant (the plaintiff in this cnse) had 

id the ‘Tis. 73. he had adinitted his 
Fabitity under this. bill, which he wax 
disputing. He (plaintitY'in this ease) had 
brought this case to try to show that the 
‘Tis. 73, which certainly were paid to the 
hank of to defendants were not paid in con- 
nectionwith the bill upon which: Harvie and

on the transaction set out in the present 
n. The defence in regard tothese Tis. 
75 was, as before, that there was no con- 
tract ; as before’ that the bill was drawn 
on plaintiff ; as before, that it wag renewed 
‘at the request of plaintiff himself. It was 
‘admitted that two eases were delivered and 
two sums paid on them, but they did not 
represent one quarter of the full value of 
the flannelette, but were just lump sums 
which the bank accepted as payment for 
partial deliveries mado during the cur 
renzy of the bills. Defendants had no 
entry of having received the Tis. 75 
which the plaintiff had referred to. ‘They 
did receive Tis. 75 from him, but, they 
said that that had nothing to do with this 
particularcontract. It had heen suggested 
in the course of the proceedings that the 
‘Tis. 75 had nothing to do with the exten- 
sion of the bill because they were 
paid on a Inter date. But as a mat- 
ter of fact the original instructio 
by Harvie & Thomas to the bar 
were to extend the bill’ for threo 
months, so that,, the Tis. 75 would stand 
in exactly the same position as the Tls. 22 
in the previous case. 

Henry Rufus Herbert ‘Thomas was 
sworn aud described himself_as a partner 
in the firm of Harvie and Thomas. Ho 
said he had read the plaintiff's petition. 
On 30th March, 1902. plaintiff ordered two 
cases of galates stripes, to be bought in 
England. The goods were shipped by 
Gefendants’ agent. in London and a, bill 
drawn by plaintiff on the Bank of China 
and Japan for £22 8s, This bill 
matured on the 28th September, 1900, but 
plaintiff came to defendants to say that he 
Could not meetiton that date and to ask that 
the bill should be extended. This was not 
the first occasion defendants had had 
such requests. It was the habit of the 
firm to make the necessary arrangements 
with the banks for their Chinese customers 
in such eases. They wrote to the hank in 
this instance in plaintiff's behalf. Mr. 
Horvie was attoryen for the drawer of the 
bill. 

A press copy of the letter was putin and 
admitted by Mr. Bidoulac. It asked that

Mr. ‘A. H. White, Deputy Consul, 
having proved service of the summons, 
the evidenco of the complainant was 
taken, in the course of which ho stated 
that the defendant was frequently intoxi 
cated at the hotel, and that when in that 
condition his conduct was most objection- 
able. He had been repeatedly in a state 
of “beastly drunkenness,” and refused 
to sign chits for drinks. When witness 
tried to get him to sign chits the defen- 
dant attacked him with his umbrella. He 
also used filthy language and made him- 
self generally so objectionable that other 
customers would leave the room if they 
saw him enter. 

Mr. George A. Derby, U.S. Marshal, 
said that he had endeavoured to serve a 
bench warrant upon the defendant, but 
was told at his office that he had gone 
for a trip to Hangchow and Soochow, and 
would not return for a fortnight.

S. H. Comstock, who was called to give 
cvidence, detailed what, to his knowledge, 
led up to the making of the contract be- 
tween the plaintifis and the defendants. 

A contract produced was ruled out of 
Court as not being a true one, and his 
Honour ordered that the original con- 
tract must be brought into Court. 

Mr. Curtis read a copy of the contract, 
from which it appeared that the brass 
and copper were to be delivered in 
separate bags in good condition, a de- 
posit to be made in the bank of 5,000 
roubles. 

Mr. Holcomb handed in a copy of tho 
contract signed by the plaintiffs and the 
defendants. 

‘The witness (S. H. Comstock), in an- 
swer to his Honour, said that he could not 
state from his own knowledge that a de- 
posit was made of 5,000 roubles, nor that 
2 thousaz taels wore paid to the Ru 
sian Government for the milifary pro- 
tection of the cargo. 

Continuing his evidence, the witness 
stated that the first lot of cargo shipped at 
Port Arthur, was not clean and not up 
to the quality represented. Upon repre- 
sentation to this effect from Chang Mow 
the witness refused to accept the cargo. 
The bank, however, shipped the cargo to 
Shanghai, and paid no attention to the 
letter sent them by witness inquiring un- 
der whose instructions the cargo was sent. 
y the bank admitted the re- 
yy of shipping the cargo. Later 
on, when the second part of the carzo 
was shipned, the bank acknowledged their 
error and camo to an agreement with the 
defendants, by reason of which they ac- 
conted the cargo. Chang Mow afterwards 
abjected to receiving the cargo, saying 
that it was worso than he had at first sup- 
nosed. After several conferences between 
them and the bank it was decided that 
the second carvo should be bound by the 
conditions of the first cargo. 

Mr. Holcomb had to object to Mr. Cur- 
tis asking leading questions. 

By His Hononr—The whole cargo was 
made in two shipments. 

The witness, continuing his evidence, 
caid that he did not inspect the cargo in 
Port Arthur. He was instructed by his 
employers to find out who were the owners 
of the cargo and make arrangements for 
its sale. He did not examine tho cargo 
in Port Arthur because ho was not an 
expert in stich things.

Stealing from the I. €. P.O. 

Two letter carriers employed at the 
Imperial Chinese Post Office were charged 
with being concerned together in steal- 
ing therefrom a quantity of mail matter 
and one mail bag, valued at $3, some 
time between September and November 
this year, and with stealing from the 
I.C. P. 0. three mail bags, valued at $8, 
the property of the British Post Office, 
during the months of August and 
September. so with being ia unlawful 
possession of a book of photographs, 
Falued at $6, on the 7th inst. 

A representative of the IC. P.O. said 
that several parcels and other mail mat- 
ter had been missed from the office 


during the last few months, and the mat- 
ter had been reported to the police. 

It seems that suspicion fell on one of 
the accused through an employee hearing 
| another employee say to the man, while 

quarrelling, that he was a thief, and had 
| stolen a parcel. Working on this clue the 
detective arrested the first man, but 


with the matter. A search of his house, 
however, was productive of better results, 
for there was found among other mail 
matter a copy of the Coronation number 
| of “The Sphere,” addressed to a lady in 
ja Hangchow Mission. The paper bore 
| the London and Shanghai British Post 
Office stamps, as well as the receiving 
‘ stamp of the I. C. P.O. Several mail bay 

were also discovered, as well as the book 
of photographs alluded to in the charge 
When asked to account for his posses- 
sion of this prisoner said his brother had 
given it to him. The detective there- 
| upon arrested the brother, and found 
| mail bags of the British Post Office in his 

possession. 

Mr. J. C. Kaye, of the British Post 
Office, remarked ‘that frequent com- 
| plaints were made about papers being lost 
by the British Post Office, but in reality 
they had been safely handled -by that 
office and passed on to the I. C. P. 0. 

The first man was sentenced to receive 
500 blows, to be cangued for two months, 
and imprisoned for two years, while his 
| brother was ordered a like number of 
blows and a similar period of cangue, but 
only one year’s imprisonment. 


Burglary. 

‘Two men were 'charged with burglari- 
ously entering No. 16, Haskell Road, 
between 1 a.m. and 6 a.m. on the morning 
of the 15th September, and stealing 
therefrom one wooden box containing one 
gold watch and chain, 1 silver match box, 
I silver pencil-case, 1 silver card case, 2 
gold scarf pins, 1 pair gold sleeve links, 
a set of gold studs, 2 $5 notes, the con- 
tents of a dressing case, 1 Kodak camera, 
1 photo album, and one leather case, the 
whole of the value of $500, the property 
of Mr. G. G. Perfect. : 

This was the adjourned hearing of this 
case, which had been postponed to 
mit ‘of the appearance of Mr. Perfect, 
who was absent at Hongkong on the first 
occasion. 

Inspector Chilver said that the Kodak 
camera, slecve links, and several other 
articles, a total valuo of about $150, had 
not yet been recovered, and the accused 
refused to give any information respect- 
ing their whereabouts. 

‘After hearing evidence which was in 
the main similar to that given at the 
first hearing, and fully reported in theso 
columns of the 22nd ult., the Assessor 
remarked that as there was no direct 
evidence against the second man, he 
would be dismissed, but the other would 
be sentenced to receive 300 blows, to be 
be cangued for two months, imprisoned 
for two years, and deported. 


An Assault Case Collapses. 

‘When the case in which a man provious- 
ly employed by Mr. Hamilton, of the Sun- 
light Hotel, charged a mafoo and two 
others with’ brutally assaulting him in 
May last, as a result of which complain- 
| ant’s Jeg was broken in two places, which 
{had necessitated hospital treatment ever 
| since, was called on, there was no appear- 
‘ance of the complainant. The Assessor 
| asked if he had been notified of the case 
| being set down for hearing to-day, and 
| was informed by Inspector Gibson’ that 
| both the complainant and his lawyer, Mr. 
| Gurtis, had been notified. Yesterday 
| Mr. Curtis had seen the Inspector, and 
| Fished to know why the case had not been 

brought before the American Assessor, 
end was informed that the matter having 
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originally come before the British Asses- | 
sor it would have to be continued before 
him, and that the case would come up for 
hearing the next day. Notwithstanding 
this there was no appearance for the 
complainant, and the Inspector presumed 
it was because of not being heard before 
the American Assessor. 

‘The Assessor remarked that as the com- 
plainant had failed to appear after having | 
been duly notified, there was only one} 
course-'to pursue. ‘The prisoners would 
be discharged, and the securities returned 
to the bondsmen. 


More Pootung Robbers, 


‘Two men were charged with being con- 
cerned with others not in custody in 
burglariously entering the house of a 
mandarin in Markham Road, and stealing 
therefrom certain goods, some time dur- 
ing August last. 

Inspector Matheson said that one of 
the men was undoubtedly a member of a 
gang of robbers that had been operating 
for somo timo past in and around the 
Settlement. Two others of the band had 
been sent to the City during the past week 
by the Court, 

Detective A. Moore said that on Sun- 
day morning last he went to the East 
Gate and arrested the first acoused, and 
in addition recovered a silver water pipo 
‘and part of a gold chain, the whole of a 
value of $155, which were identified as 
part of the goods stolen from the Markham 
Road house, The second accused was 
formerly a servant in the house, and re- 
ceived $15 for the aid he had given the 
robbers. ‘Tho pipe and chain were the 
sharo of tho first man, who admitted being 
concerned in the robbery of several thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of property from the 
house of an official near the railway line, 
just outside the boundary. Moreover, 
when arrested ho was in possession of 
several pawn tickets, which were found 
to be for property that had_ been : ‘olen 
from a place at the West Gate, the value 
of the goods taken therefrom being esti- 
mated at over a million dollars. 


Tho Court ordered tho prisoners to be 
detained in custody until further efforts 
had been made to recover more of the 
stolen property.

‘Tho manager for Sing Dab, who was 
present in Court, was summoned *efore 
the bench, and charged as the responsible 
individual.

After hearing some fur- 
ther evidence the Court ordered that the 
mafoo be dismissed and the manager fined

| An Interesting Ricsha Case. 


A ricsha coolie was charged with plying 
for hire, not having obtained a public 


| license from the Gouncil. 


Constable Burnside said that the man 
had been employed by a foreigner. for 
some time past as ‘private riesha colic.” 
‘The riesha was the property of the cooli 
and he should have obtained a public 
license if he desired to ply for hire. 
records of the tax department showed no 
license had been obtained for this ‘riesha 
for six months past. 

Inspector Matheson said that this was 
another of a series of cases in which certain | 
members of the public seemed to be under | 
a misapprehension regarding the system of | 
riesha licenses. | 

‘A coolie owning a riesha would agree to 
become: * private riesha coolie ” to another | 
petton for about 810 per month, and the | 
rer would take out a private ricsha license. 
This was not permissible under the Regu- 
lations, by which all but bond fide private- 
owned ricshas were supposed to be pro- 
vided with a public Heense. A public 
license for the two Settlements cost 
§9 per quarter, whereas a private 
license cost but 2 for a similar 
period. If the regulations were observed a 
considerable sum in addition to present 
collections would be added to the revenue. 
When a previous case of this kind had 0 
curred the ‘North-China Daily New 
had called attention to it, so there was no 
ground for pleading ignorance. Further, 
these “private coolies” frequently accepted 
fares when not actually employed by their 
“masters” and thus competed unfairly 
with the proprietors of public licensed 
ricshas. 

Accused was fined 85, and ordered to 
take out licenses for the ‘past. six months.

Stealing Telephone Wire. 

A man was charged with stealing two 
coils of copper wire, valued at $10, from 
the office of the Shanghai Mutual’ Tele- 
phone Company, Hankow Road, on the 7th 
inst. 

‘Mr. Gustav L. Oberg, Manager of the 
Company, stated that when entering the 
office on the 7th inst. he saw accused com 
ing out of an alleyway where the store of 
the Telephone Company is situated. He 
was carrying 9 parcel, but on seein 
witness he laid it on the ground and 
ran away. On examination the parcel 
found to contain the two coils of wire. 
‘The prisoner had been employed by the 
Company for two years. : 

‘The Court inflicted a punishment of 300 
blows and one month's cangue.

THE RAVAGES OF WAR.
